He held that the right to

terrtiory cannot be foreign and domes- 
tic at the same time. 


The opinion opposes the contention 


of the government and concluded that 
at the time the duties were collected 
Porto Rico was territory of the United 
States and not a foreign country. 
Justice McKenna, delivered the dis- 
senting opinion joined by 
Justices 


Shiras and White. 


Justice Brown concluded as follows: 


"If an act of congress be necessary to 
convert foreign territory into domestic 
territory, the question, at once suggests 
itself what is the character of the leg- 
islation demanded? 


"Will an act oppropriatnig- 
money 


for its purchase be sufficient? Appar- 
ently not. Will an act 
appropriating 


duties collected upon Imports to and 
from such country for the benefit of 
its government be sufficient? Appar- 
ently not. Will acts making aoprop- 
riations for its postal 
service, for 


tbe establishment of HghEberuses, for 
mP'ir^tenapce of quarantine stations, 
for erecting public buildings havt% that 
effect 
Will an act establishing com- 


plete local government, but 
with the 


reseravtion of a right to 
collect du- 


ties upon the commerce be 
adeauate 


for that purpose? None of these, nor 
all together, will be sufficient. 


"If the contention of the government 


be sound, since acts 
embracing 
ail 


these provisions have been 
passed in 


connection with Porto Rico ,and it is 
insisted that it is still foreign coun- 
try within the meaning of the tariff 
laws we are unable to acquiese in this 
assumption that territory 
may be at 


the same time both foreign and domes- 


eic. 


"We are, therefore, of the opinion 


that at the time these duties 
were 


levied Potro Rico was net foreign coun 
try, within the meaning 
of the tariff 


laws, but territory of the United States 
he duties were illegally 
exacted and 


the plaintiffs are entitled to take them 
back. The judgment 
of the 
circuit 


court for southern 
district of New 


York is, therefore, reversed and the 
case remanded to that court for fur- 
ther proceedings in consonance with 
this opinion." 


DeLima and and company doing bus 


iness in New York, imported from San 
Juan, during June and July 1899, cer- 
tain sugars .the product of Porto Rico 


Upon these sugars the collector at 


New York 
demanded and 
collected 


about $13.000 as customs duties. 


DeLima and company sued Collector 


Bidwe'l, as an individual in the su- 
preme court of the state of New York 
to recover the duties thus paid amount 
ing in all to $13,145 alleging they were 
unlawfully demanded in view of the 
constitution and collected by duress, 
the collector exacting payment on du- 
ties as a condition to delay the sugars. 


On the petition of the collector the 


suit was removed to the civil 
court 


of the United States for the southern 
district of New York, which sustained 
the demurrer of "the complainant both 
on the ground that no cause for acf!r>n 
was stated and that the court had no 
jurisdiction. From this judgment, dis- 
missing the complaint.

company prosecuted it on error from 
this court. 


SYNOPSIS OF INSULAR 
OASES 


Washington, May 27.—In anticipation 


that the United States supreme court 
will render its opinion in the Insular 
cases today, an unofficial synopsis of 
the several cases before the court, in- 
volving the relation of the government 
to its possessions, has been prepared 
by the solicitor general. The statement 
explains the various questions involved, 
and is as follows:

dier charged oast the sentry, who fired, 
hitting another German soldier near tho 
German legation, a quarter of a mile 
off. 
This, fortunately, was only a 


Blight flesh wound. 
The sentry has 


been placed under arrest, nnd. Major 
Robertson Jias instituted an investiga- 
tion. 


The attitude of Dr. Schwartenstein, 


German minister, representing the civ- 
ilians, and Count Von Waldersee, repre- 
senting the military, as well as that of 
other high officials, lias been particular- 
ly friendly toward the Americans, which 
makes all the more pronounced the un- 
friendly feeling evinced by a majority 
of the German officers and men. 


This unfriendlinesses attributed to the 


American attitude in retaining control 
with the legation guard of one entrance 
to the forbidden city, which the Ger- 
mans consider a reflection upon the na- 
tional honesty. 


Washington, May 27.—Officials here 


attach no importance to the disturbance 
between Germans and an American 
sentinel at Pekin. 
Such affairs, while 


regretable, it is said, are to be expected, 
and especially ivb,ere the difference in 
the language spokun might easily lead 
to a misiinderstaudSag of orders.

Forty Persons Injured, Some of Whom 


May Die—Accident Near Albany 
Caused By Motormen Racing For a 
Switch—Cars Reduced to Splinters . 


Albany, May 27.—Electric cars racing 


for a switch, while running in opposite 
directions at the rate of 40 miles an 
hour, cost five lives yesterday after- 
noon by terrific collision, while over 
40 people, soine^, fatally and others se- 
riously injured, are in hospitals with 
the possibility of other deaths. 


The scene o£ the accident was a point 


about two mitts from Greenbus-h, on the 
line of the Albany and Hudson railway. 
The point whe^r the cars met on the 
single track was at a sharp curve and 
so fast were both cars running, and so 
sudden was the collision, that the motor- 
men had no time to put on the brakes 
before the south-bound car had gone 
almost clean through the north-bound, 
with human flesh for a buffer, and hung 
oil the edge of a high bluff, with its load 
of shrieking, maimed humanity. 
One 


motorman was pinioned up against the 
front of the south-bound car, with both 
legs severed, and was killed instantly, 
while the other one lived but a few min- 
utes. 


Fully 120 men, women and children 


formed a huge, struggling, shrieking 
pyramid, mixed with blood, detached 
portions of kuman bodies and the wreck- 
age of the cars. 
Some of the slightly 


injured of the men, extricating them- 
selves from the quivering mass, began 
to piill people out of the rear ends of the 
two cars, and almost every one ex- 
tricated in this wfty was badly injured. 
The few women and children who had 
escaped injury and death were hysteri- j 
cal, and added their cries to the shrieks 
of the dying and mutilated. Men with 
broken arms and bones, dislocated joints 
and bloody hi-ads and faces, tried to as- 
sist others who were more helpless, and 
there were many cases of philosophical 
bravery. 


Help had been summoned from East 


Greenbush and vicinity, and in a little 
time the bruised mass of humanity, with 
the mutilated dead for gruesome and si- 
lent company, were loaded on extra 
cars and taken to Albany. 
Q'here the 


postoffice was turned into a morgue and 
hospital. 
As fast as the physicians 


could temporarily fix up the wounded 
they were taken to their homes or to the 
hospitals. 


With both motormen killed, it was 


hard to get at the real cause of the ac- 
cident, but it is pretty well determined 
that it was caused by an attempt of the 
south-bound car to reach a second 
switch, instead of waiting for the north- 
bound at the first siding. 


The cars weif^i 15 tons each, and are 


the largest electric cars built, but so 
frightful was the crash that both cars 
were torn almost to splinters. 
Both 


cars were filled with Sunday pleasure 
seekers returning from the ncwly- 
openefl recreation grounds that the new 
railway had just opened. 
The south- 


bound car left Albany at 4:30 o'clock, 
and the accident occurred at 5 o'clock. 


The cars on the line were running at 


switch headway, that is. as a car 
reached a siding switch it was supposed 
to wait until another going in the op- 
posite direction passed. The motorman 
ot the south-bound car reached one of 
the switches, but seeing no north-bound 
car, decided to take chances aud go ou 
to the next. 
It was on a curve be- 


tween that the two cars met.

The demands of the other powers are 
considered exorbitant and likely, if in- 
sisted upon, to result ultimately in the 
crippling or dismemberment of the em- 
pire. 
The United States will continue 


to urge this view at every opportunity. 
If the powers proceed alone and force 
China to accede to their demands, this 
government of course, will accept the 
share of tlie indemnity assigned to it 
on the present basis. It can distribute 
such amounts as is necessary to liqui- 
datetthe claims of its ritizeus, and sub- 
sequently determine, if such a course 
should be deemed wise, whether all the 
remainder should be retained by this 
government as its proper share. 


The United States Is not in favor of 


the proposed scheme to raise and guar- 
antee1 an international loan for China, 
out of the proceeds of which she can 
liquidate her indebtedness to the pow- 
ers. The United States is willing to ac- 
cept the bonds of China without endorse- 
ment by any power at 3 percent interest, 
nnd thus make manifest to the world 
ths sincerity of the American profession 
procaimed at the outset, that the United 
States desires to help China to her feet 
asd preserve her poUtical integrity.

THE CHICKS THEY PRODUCE. 


Accoaat of the Scientific 


line oi Artificial Btotl»er», sh<t*viu«: 
How Much Art In Necenimry When 
•Katnre In Supplanted. 
. 


/ Few persons who eat the highest grade 
Spoultry sold in the local markets know 
the degree of carp and the amount of 
tard work necessary for the production 
of the delicately flavored chicken and 
duck that tickle the palate of the epicure. 
.The ordinary farmer does cot pioduce 
euch stock for the simple reason that he 
does uot know how. 
! The production of high grade poultry 
tas been brought down to such i a fine 
point that the raising of chickens, partic- 
ularly "broilers," has been changed from 
& haphazard affair to a profitable busi- 
ness. 
| All the chickens are hatched in incu- 
ibators and roared in brooders, and the 
artificial method demands more vigor in 
the chiok than is necessary when nature 
is followed and the chicks intrusted to the 
care of a hen. When the chicks aro 
tatched, they remain in the incubator un- 
til thoroughly dried off, when they are 
carried out to tho brooder house and 
placed in lots of 50 to each artificial 
mother. A common type of brooder is a 
-box about three feet square, inside of 
Which is the hover, which is 2% feet wide, 
circular in shnpe, with small pieces of 
felt hanging dov. n f i om the edge. 
| The hover sets four or five inches from 
the floor of the brooder, and fresh air, 
wanned as it passes over a drum heated 
by a lamp, constantly discharged into it. 
.Varying with the time of year the tem- 
perature ia this space is maintained at 
from 85 to 90 degrees when the chicks 
ore first placed therein. As they grow 
elder the heat is reduced gradually. 
1 When the chicks are placed in the 
brooder, they are lively and curious. The 
little fellows re»nin under thfr hover but 
& few minutes, when they emerge to look 
over their new quarters and find some- 
thing to eat 
The visitor to a poultry 


farm who has no particular knowledge 
of chickens is shocked to see the first 
feed given them. Instead of something 
dainty, as seems natural for such delicate 
fluffy little creatures, they are given 
stones—not big stones, but about the size 
of ordinary shot, which the poultrymen 
call grit. It is ground up especially for 
chicks and presents many edges, all of 
which are sharp as broken glass. One 
would suppose the grit would cut the 
chicks, bat it does not 
They are not 


afraid of it, seeming to know it is just 
what they need to start out in life with. 
Without asking questions they pounce on 
the fine stone and clean it up in short or- 
der. The grit remains in the gizzard and 
answers the purpose of teeth. 


I When they have eaten all th& grit they 
need, the chicks are apt to stand around 
and get chilled, and a chill is fatal. To 
avoid this the poultryman keeps an eye 
on them, and •rchen he finds them hud- 
dling off in a corner or pushing against 
each other for warmth he drives them un- 
der the hover, doing this 50 times a day 
if necessary. After the first two or three 
days the chicks when chilly learn to go 
tinder the hover themselves, but that does 
not end the troubles of the attendant, for 
he must then be certain that his charges 
are not s"o warm that they are ia danger 
of becoming ill. The temperature must 
not be allowed to drop below the proper 
point, either, else the chicks will jam to- 
gether and crush each other to death. 
j The second feed given the chicks is 
rolled oats of the best quality. It makes 
expensive chicken feed, but the object is 
to secure the finest flavor possible and 
thereby obtain the highest prices. Rolled 
6ats are fed morning and nigfctfor the first 
few days, and fresh, pure water, renewed 
Jthree times daily, is supplied in small 
"fountains that are kept scrupulously 
clean. 
| At this time of the year the chicks are 
fed four times daily, and the mixture of 
feed they get between breakfast and sup- 
per is amazing to the novice, and also to 
the ordinary farmer who thinks he knows 
all about raising chickens. The basis of 
this feed is corn and wheat, specially 
cracked, of the best quality procurable in 
the open market. To this is added fresh 
meat that has been thoroughly boiled and 
ground up fine. Clover, looking as green 
fend smelling almost as sweet as the day 
It was cut—it is cured for poultry by a 
jpecial and costly process—is introduced 
in the mixture, which is then mixed with 
milk secured daily from, cows kept on the 
premises. When this has been stirred 
thoroughly, it is steamed, after which, it 
is ready to be fed to the chicks. 
) In addition to these feeds, the chicks 
also receive green stuff every day. After 
the spring has opened fresh green rye and 
|c!over arc cut and mixed with the reg- 
iular feed. Before the grass has started 
they are given lettuce cut in strips and 
other green vegetables. 
Sliced cabbage 


is substituted for these as soon as possi- 
ble. 
Chicks, when quite small, do not 


teem to thrive on cabbage. 


For the first few days the chicks are 


confined to the limits of the brooder, but 
gradually they are .permitted to run in 
yards wired off before each house. In the 
winter they are not allowed to run out- 
'eide the building, but when the weather 
.becomes settled ia tbe spring the chicks 
nm through small doors into yards that 
'extend oat from the south side of the 
.brooder house. Early in the fall these 
wards ate plowed end rye and grass 
eown in them, so_the chicks may have 
jfresh green fo6d"to pick at and run 
through, for the grass helps to make their 
{legs yellow, and the moisture helps to 
'keep their feet and leg's clean. 


As the chicks grow older they are mov- 


ed into larger brooders, where the heating 
iis done by hot water pipes and where 
they have more space to run around. All 
of these yards are littered with cut hay, 
and some of the feed is scattered through 
St, in order that the chicks may be kept 
Scratching all day, for only a busy chick 
Is e healthy chicle. At this tune their 
jdrinfc is changed from water to milk, 
(they get a smell amotint of salt In their 
'food, and twice a week a certain quantity 
ef powdered charcoal is mixed in it The 
[tnflt they drink is always fresh. They 
are fed at stated times daring the day. 
> Mention has been made of the outside 
(yards in which tbe chicks are permitted 
ito rott, (These yards vary in size, which 
|ls not an accident Tho yards arc pro- 
jporHoned to the size of the chicks and 
'are intended to give them"room for just 
jenoBgh exercise to keep them in healthy 
[Condition and no more. If tbe yards were 
[larger, the chicks would be more musou- 
jlar, act to plump and the fiber of the 
'•neat coarser. Ia smaller yards tho 
cbickewould get too little exercise to bal- 
ance the heavy feeding acd would soon

When a batch of '•broilers" is ready foi 


market, they are put in a separate pen 
and all food and milk-vtemoved. They 
are permitted to have only trater to drink 
and are kept thus for 18 hours. They are 
then removed to another building, used 
altogether for killing and picking. Here 
an expert takes them, opens their mouths 
and inserts a long, fine steel blade, with 
which he severs the large vein at thn 
hack of the mouth, at the same time 
piercing the brain, which paralyzes the 
bird and puts it beyond the possibility of 
suffering. The temperature of the killing 
house is kept high, in order that the bird 
may bleed freely. 


This work done, the picking, known as 


"dry," begins immediately. 
The wing 


and tail feathers are plucked first, then 
tho smaller feathers. Great care must 
ba the rale her.,, il:s the skin, which is 
exceedingly tender, will be torn and the 
appearance of the "broiler" spoiled. Ev- 
ery trace of feathers must be removed. 
The experts in this line are all men, and 
it is no trick for them to kill and properly 
dress from 12 to 15 "broilers" an hour. 


When the "broiler" has been picked, 


the blood is washed from the mouth and 
the feet and legs also washed if neces- 
sary. AH parts of the bird must be ab- 
solutely clean, and when 'this is assured 
it is tossed in a tank of ice cold water, 
where it remains until chilled through. 


How they are shipped depends on the 


season. In extremely cold weather no 
ice is used in shipping, but in warm 
weather they are packed in barrels lined 
with white paper and kept cool by the 
use of liberal Quantities of finely cracked 
Ice.—New York Mail and Express,

A SHAM 


Percy St. Clair of Adams 
Gives Evidence in the 


Farnsworth Manslaugh- 


ter 
Case 


THE ROOK BREAKING TEST 


Is Done Without any Hypnotism, the 


Pretense of it Being Merely a 


Bluff. Purely a Matter of 


Muscular Strength 


Percy St. Clair of Adams, who went 


to Woonsoclcet to give a test before 
the coroner in the case against Hyp- 
notist Farnsworth for alleged murder, 
returned to Adams yesterday, having 
given his test Saturday. It will be re- 
membered that one of Farntsworth's 
subj(i:ts, Bolton, was killed while the 
rock breaking test was being gone 
through with. 


St. Clair appeared 
in 
dafense of 


Farnsworth. and his testimony was 
highly sensational. 
The defbnse ip 


that Bolton was not untier the influ- 
ence of hypnotism, and that he was 
therefore responsible himself for whal 
happened, since it was being done witli 
his consent. 


To show that he was not hypnotized, 


and that the holding up of heavy 
weights is not impossible for one who 
is not hypnotized, St. Clair, who was 
FarnswortJh's rock breaking subject 
while in this city, went through the 
same performance before the court. 


St. Clair has been a professional 


strong man, and without anly biuff at 
being hypnotized Saturday, he was 
stretched between two chairs as is 
customary in stage exhibits, and sus-* 
tained first a weight of 1200 pounds by 
mere muscular strength. He then al- 
lowed the same rock which was being 
used when Bolton was killed to be 
placed on him, and broken by a blow 
from a hammer, which was wellded by 
the same blacksmith who was taking 
part when Bolton was killed. 


The evidence of Farnsworth and St. 


Clair was that the pretense at hyp- 
notism was simply a bluff, and that 
physical strength is alone responsible 
for the success in the tests. 


No decision was rendered by the 


cororier, who continued the case till 
Saturday. It is probable that St. Claij; 
will again appear as a witness and 
submit 
to being pricked with pins, 


showing that he can go through this 
without showing any signs of pain.

Tie H»TOO That Is Wrought t»y Fire 


and Snowstorms. 


One of the most terrible of the clangers 


encountered by the homesteaders on the 
prairie has been the prairie fire. Its be- j 
ginning was a trifle—a careless brand 
from a hunter's campfire perhaps—but 
the outcome is dreadful and momentous 
indeed. 


At first there is only a low bank of 


dark cloud on liso horizon. An hour later 
or less the cloud, like a black band 
across the sky, has risen half way to 
the zenith, and along the lower edge of 
it runs a fringe of visible flame. 


It is quick work then. Nobody who 


has not (seen a full fiedged prairie fire can 
realize its immensity, its tremendous rate 
of progress, which is swifter than that 
of the fastest horse, and its power of de- 
etrwction. 
The mass of heated air 


thrown up from it causes a great suc- 
tion, producing a wind which follows the 
fire and pushci the column of smoke to 
the front. 


When there is time enough, a fire ia 


started in the grass toward the approach- 
ing fire, so as to make a burned space 
that will cheek the coming flames. 
If 


there be net tfrne for that, a fire is start- 
ed in the same direction, so as to leave 
in its wak» & apace in which shelter may 
be found. 


Great snowstorms, accompanied by cold 


waves, in the east are commonly called 
blizzards, but they are not at all like the 
western biisfeard. In a real blizzard the 
air is filled with a peculiar vapor of 
snow which drifts before the wind at 
the rate of 40 to 60 miles an hour. The 
vapor is so dense that in it the traveler 
can hardly see bis hand before his face. 


A person, caught abroad in a blizzard 


is in a dreadful plight indeed. The snow- 
drifts through his clothing and beats di- 
rectly against his skin. 
No clothing, 


however thick, will keep it out. Thus 
he is subjected to dreadful distress, but 
what causes most of the deaths that oc- 
cur in bltzsards is that the snow,vapor 
is carried into the lungs in breathing 
and paralyzes those organs. Often it 
has happened that a man has ventured 
out of his house a few yards to the barn 
and ia returning baa fallen dead before 
reaching his threshteSl.—Saturday Even- 
ing Post

R«r. H. E. Foskett Preaches to Civil 
.War Veterans on Faith and Victory. 


The Methodist church was crowded 


- Jajst nfigrht to the very doors, the oc- 


casion being the annual union ser- 
,VJce of the Congregational, Methodist 
and Baptist churches in honor of the 


_ soldiers who fell during: the civil war. 


Bvery seat in the church was filled, 
many chairs were brought in and then 
a large dumber stood in the vestibule. 
B. P. Hopkins post, G. A. R., the as- 
sociate members of the post and A. Lu 
.Hopkins camp S. of V., marched from 
Grand Army hall 'on Spring street at 
7.30 to the church where seats had 
been reserved in front. 


Rev. E. A. Hall presided at the ser- 


vice and after making the opening 
prayer introduced the speaker of the 
evening. Bev. H. B. Foskett, pastor of 


- the Baptist church. The speaker chose 


the first part 'of the 12th verse of First 
Timothy, sixth chapter, which reads, 
"Fight the good fight of faith," and 
spoke ofl faith and victory. He began 
by quoting the utterance of GeneraJ 
Sherman 
when bis state Louisiana, 


withdrew from the union, and said 
that behind that utterance was a 
patriot and behind the patriot a man. 
Such loyalty and principle are instinct 
witb the soldierly qualities of life. The 


-safety and perpetuity of this great 


American! republic does riot reside in 
the strength of our standing armies 
and the maintenance of a powerful 
toavy, but in the loyal love and pa- 
triotic devotion of America's sons and 
daughters. Our own selfishness, cm- 
mad race for self-aggrandizement OUB 
passiorJs and vices, our greed and lust« 
bur indifference and neglect, alone 
can work our ruin. Life is a battle 
and its value is not measured by what 
•we get but by what we do—the things 
,-we crowd out of our lives, the 'ob- 
stacles overcome, the battles we win; 
these measure our real worth. The 
speaker then referred at length to the 
greed for mercenary gain, and ooni- 
cluded: We have the rapacious, un- 
principled, miserly sort of man, a Jay 
Gould, traitor to bis race, a blot on 
God's fair creation." 


The real victories of life, the speaker 


continued, are victories of character. 
Moral conflicts alone are 'of supreme 
importance. The grandeur of our na- 
tional struggles has not been because 
of immense armies 'or powerful fleets, 
but because of the great moral issues, 
the principles- of right and justice, for 
j>yhich .our fathers struggled and to 
secure which they 
sacrificed 
their 


lives. In addressing the veterans, Mr. 
Fosket said: By the glorious victories 
you won, veteran soldiers of the union, 
the world has been taught for all time 
that manhood is not bounded by con- 
dition or limited by color; but that 
all men, whatever their surroundings 
or appearance, are entitled to the in-i 
alienable, God-givem right of freedom. 


In concluding the speaker referred 


to the great men who rose from hum- 
ble ranfes in life and said that sucM 
men can rever die. They live per-* 
petually in the thronging, multitudes 
that reap the rewards and enjoy the 
blessings for which they toiled and 
battled. Faith, he said, is the con- 
quering force 5n the victory of char- 
acter, in business, in society, in family 
and iri government. It is the under- 


- lying element of courage, and without 
it no hei'oio act Is possible^

Xovel Marriage Fledges "Which Do 


Not Bind MSsmiited Couples. 


A new sect of agnostics, based on 


Robert G. Ingersoll's teachings, is to 
be founded, with Sts central headquar- 
ters in Cincinnati, says the New York 
Sun. Attorney Charles Sparks has pre- 
pared the ritual for agnostic marriage 
ceremonies and is at work on rituals 
for the dedication of Infants to agnos- 
ticism and the confirmation of children 
in the belief in the nonexistence of 
God. 


The marriage pledges administered 


to agnostic brides and grooms are nov- 
el, especially in their provisions on di- 
vorce matters. Sparks declares it is 
tbe duty of mismated couples to get 
divorced. In part the pledge is as fol- 
lows: 


I desire to make said coctract and do hereby 


solemnly promise that I will do all in mj power 
to make niy wife happy and that when I find that 
she is irritated from any cause I will not cross or 
quarrel with her, btet will endeavor by tender and 
loving methods and kind words to soothe and re- 
Etore her peace of mind; that I will abstain from 
drnnk»nnest; that within three_ months. If possi- 
ble, I will liaye my life insured, making my wife 
the beneficiary, and that should our marriage 
prove to be happy and we are blessed with chil- 
dren I hereby bind myself to ever treat them 
with the utmoet kindness and consideration and 
pledge myself to send them to tbe agnostic Sun- 
day school and to gire to them all tbe educational 
advantages within my power. 


The wife's pledge leaves out all pro- 


visions of the hushand's which do not 
property apply to the wife. 
It con- 


tains the further provision: 


Should I discover that we are nncongraial or 


mismatcd I hereby pledge my racred word of 
honor that I wjl not bringp children into the 
world _,nct born of affection, and I hereby further 
promise tiat should I find, after I have exhausted 
every effort to make it otherwise, that we arc un- 
congenial or mismated I will not insist upon our 
lli-ing togcthsr. 


After swearing to these pledges wife 


and husbsnd are to sign them, each 
presenting his pledge to the other be- 
fore the nuptial knot is tied by a mag- 
istrate. 


Frederick Federle, aged 24, and Mar- 


tha B. L. Seaman, aged 17, both of 
Cincinnati, will be the first to take 
these pledges. They will be married 
at College hall, in the Mercantile li- 
brary building, on June 2. Federle is 
an employee of the Pittsburg Coal com- 
pany.

BRAZIL PLANS A FAIR. 


Exposition to Be Opened In 


June at Bella Horizonte, 


AMEBIOAH 
DISPLAYS WASTED, 


States Industries to Be Care- 


fully Looked After — Agricultural 
Products and Manufactured Ar- 
ticle*, Bn&eciolly Haeainery, Are 
Desired—Resources of Minna Gerae*. 
An industrial exposition will be open- 


ed next Juno at Bella Horizonte, the 
new capital of the state of Miuas Ge- 
raes, Brazil, says a Rio de Janeiro dls- 
puteh to tbe St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 
No attempt will be made to rival the 
World's fair or tUe Buffalo exposition, 
but tho exposition IB designed to bho\v 
the resources of this wonderful country. 
Special efforts are being made to se- 
cure American displays of agricultural 
products aod manufactured articles, 
especially machinery. United States 
exporters will have an unusual oppor- 
tunity to show their wares in the inte- 
rior of Brazil. A permanent building 
has been erected by the promoters of 
the enterprise which -will be maintain- 
ed for the display of the resources of 
Minas. 


One of the interesting features of this 


exposition is its-location. Minas Ge- 
reas is the mdst densely populated and 
one of the richest states in the republic. 
It has an area of 360,000 square miles, 
with a population of 3,000,000. Rugged 
mountains running up to 7,000 feet are 
abundant within its borders. 
Vast 


prairjes aM undulating plains covered 
with rich vegetation afiord pasture for 
immense herds of cattle. The state is 
often called "the Switzerland of South 
America" from Its natural characteris- 
tics and because it furnishes the best 
butter, cheese and milk to be found in 
Brazil. The temperature varies with 
the altitude, but the climate is general- 
ly temperate, fresh and healthy. Along 
the rivers and in the lower parts of the 
country fevers abound, as ia true of 
Brazil generally. 


Rich as the state is in its agricultural 


interests and in the possibilities of 
much greater developments in this di- 
rection, the real wealth lies deep in tho 
hearts of the mountains. Gold and sil- 
ver, diamonds, pearls and emeralds, 
iron, mercury and manganese, arsenic, 
bismuth and antimony are abundant. 
These great warehouses of riches have 
scarcely been touched by modern min- 
ing methods. 


At Diamintha the General Western 


Electric company is equipping the fa- 
mous diamond mine with electrical ma- 
chinery, which was transported more 
than 300 miles on mules. 
This will 


supplant the old hand method. For 
years the pay dirt has been carried by 
400 or 500 darkies in baskets on their 
heads, filing up and down a long In- 
cline from the bottom of the mine TO 
the place where the dirt is accumulated 
until the rainy season, when it is wash- 
ed out. The mines are not funnel shap- 
ed, as in the Transvaal, but are spread 
out in an unsymmstrical manner. 


Gold and precious stones were first 


discovered in Minas in 1398, and in 
1GC2 the river Itamaranda was explor- 
ed, a region rich in gold and genis. The 
great diamond in the crown of Portu- 
gal, called the Southern Cross, was 
found In 1800 near the river Abaete at 
Bagagem, not far from the frontier of 
the state of Guyaz. For many years 
the export duty collected by Portugal 
really supported the mother country 
and was one of the richest assets of 
any crown jn Europe. The Morro Vel- 
ha mine at S. Joao d'El-Rei is one of 
the oldest in the world. It was at one 
time abandoned by the Brazilian own- 
ers, but >3 now successfully operated 
by an English company which installed 
modern machinery. 


Seven years ago a law vras passed by 


the state congress authorizing the erec- 
tion of a new capital city to be mcclclc-d 
after the finest in the world. Bella 
Horizonte was selected as the site and 
work pushed rapidly on the plans and 
special features. It is now a beautiful 
and flourishing city of 18,000 inhabit- 
ants, with handsome public buildings, 
parks, electric lights, a good sewerage 
system and -all the latest Improve- 
ments. The city is on the right bank 
of the An-udas river, 3,000 feet above 
sea level. The area now laid out for 
business and official purposes is about 
900 acres, but tho original design con- 
templates a capital of 200,000 inhabit- 
ants. All the streets are CO f«ot wide, 
the avenues 105 feet, and the main 
boulevard, running for throe miles 
through the city and suburbs, is 150 
feet wide. The main park embraces 
about 200 acres. It Is not yet finished, 
but promises to be one of the finest In 
South America, with broad drives, 
three lakes and vast flower beds. 


The buildings of the new capital are 


well constructed, modern and beauti- 
ful. 
A large anc! well arranged rail- 


[ way station occupies a prominent site. 
! The palace for the governor of tho 


etate was begun in 1895. It is built of 
marble, is 320 feet front, 152 feet deep 
and GO feet high. The interior is deco- 
rated by foreign artists. 


A large building has been completed 


for the approaching exposition. It will 
be made a permanent feature of the 
capital, corresponding in a measure to 
the state fairs hold at home. Minas is 
a most progressive state, and its future 
development is full of promise. 


DO PLANTS THINK f 


Reasons Why One Man Believe* That 


They POHSCBK Mentality, 


Most peoplo look upon a plaat as some- 


thing almost without life. Perhaps this 
is true when we compere its life energies 
to those of an animal and the rest of cre- 
ation, which are high in the scale of life. 
Nevertheless, yenr after year, as I look 
at nature and strive to catch some faint 
idea of the subtle life power which, is ev- 
erywhere, tho more certain I become that 
even plants have some power which ia 
similar to raind in the higher animals. 


I renaember distinctly whea. this first 


came to my notice. 
It was early one 


Juno, nnd I was walking through a 
heavy hit of timber listening to the glori- 
ous love songs of our birds and the rus- 
tling of the fresh giesn leaves overhead. 
Numbers of wild flowers were swaying 
gently in the light breeze, which came 
and went through the long: aible ol brown 
tree trunks. 


In the dense shade I found a great hed 


of small green umbrellas, May apples, 
and uuder each was an exquisita white 
flower. 
I lay down on the soft, dead 


leaves and looked into the fsico of one of 
these blossomst and it returned my stare 
with that open, frank look which all flow- 
ers have. I noticed that several of the 
stamens hail bent over the pistil and had 
discharged their pollen. 
The stamens 


which had not ripened were back cloae 
against the petals. 
3for several days I 


came to look at this big blossom, and I 
euw stamen after stamen move forward 
and discharge its pollen »nd then fall 
back to give room fur the others. 


That summer I planted a five leaf Ivy 


on my coalhouse that it might paint it 
green every year. The vine grew vigor- 
ously ami in a few years had almost cov- 
ered one side of the building. When the 
vine reached the flat shingle roof, I fear- 
ed that it would spread over it and rot 
the shingles, but I had forgotten the les- 
son I had learned while looking at the 
May apple blossom. 


The tender young ends of my ivy trav- 


eled along the edge of the roof, but never 
ventured out upon it. The vine knew 
that it could not withstand the hot glare 
of the sun reflected from the flat surface. 
But it was a vigorous vine and needed 
room; so, after traveling along the roof 
edge and iindiug no place to grow up- 
ward, it threw itself downward end soon 
covered what space was left on the side.

ALL SPIDERS SPIN. 


Bnt Not the V7a.j- That Most Artists 


Dravr Tlieni. 


"All spiders spin, but not nil of them 


spin snares, those orbed and radiated 
webs that wo see pictured so many times 
and ercry time pictured Tvrong," says 
Harsvey Sutherland in Ainslee's, "but 
that only goes to show that the lower 
animals are not tbe only ones that pos- 
sess instinct I think it will be generally 
agreed that artists may be classed among 
the- higher animals. At any rate, their 
instinct is to draiv a thing not as it is. 
bat as it appears to a man that doesn't 
know very much about anything in par- 
ticular. So he lays off-his picture of a 
spider's "web with a pair of dividers, and 
people marvel at the spider's mathemat- 
ical sense, whereas a spider doesn't both- 
er her head with any such foolishness. 
She puts her lines where she thinks they 
will do the most good regardless of their 
distance apart. 


"Here of late, though, I think I have 


noticed a little improvement in artists. 
They have begun to notice that the spider 
always stands head downward in her 
web, if it be a porpeu"dic;ular one, and if 
it is horizonal hangs back downward. 
Some of these flat web spiders can hard- 
ly walk right side up. But the spider of 
art never has more than six legs, while 
the real spider has eight, and the spider 
of art often has three sections of the. 
body, while the real spider never has 
more than two. The head and chest are 
in one department, so to speak. There 
are their eyes, from four to eight in num- 
ber, and disposed in different patterns ac- 
cording to their political affiliations; their 
jaws, which work sidewise instead of up 
and down; their poison, bag and a few 
other arrangements, and in the abdomen, 
or silk department, are the heart (a ba- 
aana shaped affair), the liver, the slit and 
tubes that do duty for lungs and the 
spinnerets. These last are warty look- 
ing affairs that may be spread apart and 
brought together exactly like the thumb 
and fingers of the hand. Each wart is 
covered with hundreds of littlo hollow 
hairs through which, is expressed a gum- 
my liquid that turns to silk when it dries. 
Mrs. Spider slaps her spinnerets broad 
against the wail and sticks fast (I don't 
know how) many hundreds of fine fila- 
ments. Then she pulls away the spin- 
nerets and shuts them up, and all of 
those fino filaments ineit into one rope, in 
thickness about one five-thousandth of an 
inch. Insects' silk is a simple thread; 
spiders' is compound."

Combine In locomotive* Control* 


Two-thirds of tbe Capacity of En. 
tire Cooatry—Publishers of Papu- 
lar Slanic to Pool Their Interest a. 
Tfce South Benefited by Industrial 
Combines, 
There Is now a locomotive trust, of- 


ficially the American Locomotive com- 
pany, capital $00,000,000, comprising 
all the locomotive concerns In the coun- 
try except the Baldwin company of 
Philadelphia and the II. K. Potter 
company of Pittsburg. The trust con- 
trols two-thirds of the capacity of the 
entire country. The Rhode Island Lo- 
comotive works of Providence is the 
leader in the coinbinet says tbe New- 
York Sun. 


The ingot mold plants of Pennsyl- 


vania and Ohio are being consolidated 
Into a single company to be incorporat- 
ed in New Jersey. Three of the plants 
are likely to be closed in the interests 
of economy and to stop overproduction. 
The Mesta Machine company of Pitts- 
burg is the organizer, and George Mes- 
ta, Its president, will be president of 
the combina. 


The two great lighting companies of 


Cincinnati, gas and electric, are about 
to merge their interests and unite In a 
single concern. A new directorate has 
been elected by both, and ~^s -,K> are 
now ready to unite, with a combined 
capital of ?2S,OOG,000, as soon as the 
state agrees to the increase 'of the 
stock. 


An attempt is being made to unite 


the shovel making concerns of the 
United States in the American Shovel 
and Tool company, with a capital of 
$10,000,000 and a New Jersey charter. 
If the project is successful, all of the 
14 concerns now in the business will be 
included, and headquarters will be es- 
tablished in New York. Tbe combine 
will have its largest works in Pitts- 
burg. 


The absorption of the Ontario Steel 


company by the Consolidated Lake 
Superior companies has been complet- 
ed. Tbe capital of the Consolidated 
companies has been increased to $117,- 
000,000, and tbe stock of the Ontario 
company is acquired at a value of 
$125 per share. 


Oilcloth companies, led by the Ohio 


Oilcloth company of Youngstown, O., 
have got together in a movement to 
consolidate all of the oilcloth plants. 
Nearly all of the plants are prosperous, 
but they expect to increase the value of 
their property tenfold by combining. A 
combination, the manufacturers say, 
will enable them to reduce expenses 
In a hundred different ways, but par- 
ticularly in securing patterns, 
for 


which each concern now pays large 
sums. 


The plow combine is likely to be 


eclipsed by being merged into a great 
trust of all tbe agricultural implement 
makers of the United States, according 
to President W. H. Brinton of the Peru 
Plow and Wheel works of Illinois. 
Ninety per cent of the implement mak- 
ers bave expressed themselves as in 
favor of such a combination, and ar- 
rangements are being made to bring it 
about. 
If these are successful, the 


trust will be capitalized at more than 
$50,000,000. 
Its capita! may reach 


$75,000,000. 


Eight of the leading publishers of 


popular music are making arrange- 
ments to pool their interests and will 
meet at New York in a few days to 
settle the details of tbe amalgamation. 
They will call the combine the Amer- 
ican Music Publishing association and 
will capitalize it at from $3,000,000 to 
$5,000,000. 
Tbe publishers say that 


one of their objects in combining Is to 
prevent tbe publication of inferior mu- 
sic. They will do this by barring out 
dealers who handle music of which 
they don't approve. 


A lead trust backed by a- syndicate 


in which William C. Whitney and 
Thomas F. Ryan are credited with be- 
ing tbe mainsprings is in process 
of formation in Missouri. Tbe Union 
Lead and Oil company of St Louis 
has increased its capital from $15,000,- 
000 to $30.000,000 and has secured an 
option on 7,000 acres of land near Iron- 
dale in tiie Flat river district, it is sup- 
posed with a view to the erection of 
smelters. 


The consolidation of tbe William 


Cramp Sbip and Engine Building com- 
pany of Philadelphia, the Bethlehem 
Steel company and Tickers' Sons & 
Maxim of England enables tbe consol- 
idated American firm to produce a 
warship complete, from guns to armor 
and engines, without outside assist- 
ance. It leaves the Cramps at the 
head of tbe concern, in a position to 
bid outright for warship contracts, ves- 
sel, engines, armor and armament, 
making Its own guns, great and small 
alike. 


Alabama's four biggest coal mining 


concerns are being swallowed up by 
tho Monongahela River Consolidated 
Coal and Coke company at a cost of 
$3,000,000. The first of the four, tbe 
Virginia and Alabama company, was 
Ibsorbod a few days ago, its president 
leaving tbe headquarters of the coal 
combine in Pittsburg with a check for 
$800,000 In his pocket The last of the 
four will be absorbed within a few 
weeks, cash being paid for each. By 
tbe deal the Monongaliela company ir - 
suros to itself a supply of coal in tbe 
southern market whatever the state of 
the rivers.

Before the end is reach- 
ed, BO tbe southern papers are predict- 
ing, the south will have advanced on 
many lines far beyond the industrial 
position it now holds. 


PRAISES PRESIDENT CASTRO 


Consul Plamncher on tbe State of 


Affairs In Veneenela. 


Eugene H. Plumaeber, who has serv- 


ed as consul of the United States' for IS 
years at Maracalbo, one of the chief 
ports of Venezuela, and- who is ic 
Washington at present on leave of ab- 
sence, had this to say the other day to 
a Washington Star reporter on political 
conditions In the Venezuelan republic: 


"I observe that certain critics abuse 


Castro untiringly and do their utmost 
to bring about trouble between his gov- 
ernment and foreign countries. 
But 


from what I as foreign consul in the 
western part of Venezuela have seen 
ha seems to have acted wisely and to 
have relieved Maraeaibo and the Andes 
states of some terrible burdeus heaped 
upon them by Guzman Blanco and 
never lightened by any later president, 
even by Andrade, who gained great fa- 
vor with the downtrodden people of 
western Venezuela, and I doubt not 
that by a continuance of the same wise 
and prudent conduct he can win the 
good will of the whole republic. When 
he began his dictatorship, he found not 
a cent in the public treasury and had a 
hard road to travel. Justice and com- 
mon seEse alike demand that he should 
have a fair show. Look at the presi- 
dent of Mexico, the once hated and 
abused Porflro Diaz, who in the course 
of his long administration has accom- 
plished so much for his country. 
I 


hope I am not mistaken in the qualities 
of President Castro and in wishing him 
a long lease of power for the best in- 
terest of Venezuela and the countries- 
with which she has relations. I say all 
this in spite of the fact that I have 
been for 20 years a personal friend of 
the Andrade family, but have no inti- 
mate acquaintance with or obligation 
to President Castro."

A. R. the rails would be laid over the 
causeway on one side of the hill and 
only a few projecting rocks of the park 
would be removed." 


Continuing, he said, "I will leave the 


hill in such shape that if old '^ut' 
should come back to it he either can 
ride down it en his fiery steed or ride 
down on the trolley." 


This announcement caused a laugh, 


but all are pleased that the bill which 
more than a century ago consisted of a 
hundred steps cut in the solid rock 
down which old "Put" rode on horse- 
back when pursued by General Tryon 
will not be ruined by trolley rails.

. H. B. Foskett Preaches to Civil 


VsteraJis on Faith and Victory.

The Methodist church was crowded 


last niigrht to the very doors, the oc- 
casion betatf the annual union ser- 
'jvlce of the Congregational, Methodist 
" and Baptist churches in honor of the 


soldiers who fell during: the civil war. 
livery seat in the church was filled, 
many chairs were brought in and then 
a large ntumber stofcd in the vestibule. 
E. P. Hopkins post, G. A. E., the as- 
sociate members of the post and A. I« 
Hopkins camp S. of V., marched from 
Grand Army hall 'on Spring street at 
7.30 to the church where seats had 
been reserv-ed in front. 


Rev. E. A. Hall presided a,t the Ser- 


vice and after making the opening 
prayer introduced the speaker of the 
evening, Rev. H. B. Foskett, pastor of 
the Baptist church. The speaker chose 
the first part of the 12th verse of First 
Timothy, sixth chapter, which, reads, 
"Fight the good fight of faith," and 
epoke onl faith and victory. He began 
toy quoting the utterance of GeneraJ 


- Slierman 
when his state Louisiana, 


. withdrew from the union, and said 


that behind that utterance was 
a, 


-patriot and behind the patriot a man. 
Such loyalty and principle are instinct 
•with the soldierly qualities of life. The 
safety and perpetuity of this great 
'American) republic does n'ot reside in 
the strength of our standing armies 
and the maintenance of a powerful 
toavy, but in the loyal love and pa- 
triotic devotion of America's sons and 
daughters. Our own selfishness, our 
mad race for self-aggrandizement. OUB 
-passionfe and vices, OUT greed and lust* 
tour indifference and 
neglect, alone 


can work our ruin. Life is a battle 
and its value is not measured by what 
•we get but by what we do—the things 
,we crowd out of our lives, the 'ob- 
stacles overcome, the battles we win; 
these measure our real worth. 
The 


speaker then referred at length to the 
greed for mercenary gain, and con- 
cluded: We have the rapacious, un- 
principled, miserly sort of man, a Jay 
Gould, traitor to his race, a blot on 
God's fair creation." 


The real victories of life, the speaker 


continued, are victories of character. 
Moral conflicts alone are 'of supreme 
importance. The grandeur of our na- 


" tional struggles has not been because 


of immense armies or powerful fleets, 
but because of the great moral issues, 
the principles of right and justice, for 
itivhich ,our fathers struggled and to 
secure which they 
sacrificed 
their 


lives. In addressing the veterans, Mr. 
Fosket said: By the glorious victories 
you won, veteran soldiers of the union 
the world has been taught for all time 


" that manhood is not bounded by con- 


dition or limited by color; but that 
all men, whatever their surroundings 
or appearance, are entitled to the in-i 
alienable, God-givea right of freedom. 


In concluding the speaker referred 


to the great men who rose from hum- 
ble rantes in Me and said that sucH 
men can rever die. They live per-, 
petually in the thronging multitudes 
that reap the rewards and enjoy the 
blessings for which they toiled and 
battled. Faith, he said, is the con- 
quering force in the victory of char- 
acter, in business, in society, in family 
and iri government. It is the under- 
lying element of courage, and without 
Jt no heroic act is possible^

NEW SECT OF AGNOSTfCS. 


Novel IttaeriOKe Pledges "Which Do 


Not Bind Mfsma-ted Couples. 


A new sect of agnostics, based on 


Robert G. Ingersoll's teachings, is to 
be founded, with its central headquar- 
ters in Cincinnati, says the New York 
Sun. Attorney Charles Sparks has pre- 
pared the ritual for agnost.c marriage 
ceremonies and is at work on rituals 
for the dedication of infants to agnos- 
ticism and the confirmation of children 
in the belief in the nonesistence of 
God. 


The marriage pledges administered 


to agnostic brides and grooms are nov- 
el, especially in their provisions on di- 
vorce matters. 
Sparks declares it ia 


the duty at mismated couples to get 
divorced. In part the pledge is as fol- 
lows: 


I desire to make said contract and do hereby 


solemnly promise that I will do all in my power 
to make my wife happy and that when I find that 
she is irritated from any cause I will not cross or 
quarrel with her, bat will endeavor by tender and 
loving methods and kind words to soothe anj re- 
store her peace of mind; that I will abstain from 
dnsnk«nness; that witliin three, months, If possi- 
ble, I will hare my life insured, ^making my wife 
the bancfldary, and that sbouici our marriage 
prove to be happy and we are blessed with chil- 
dren I hereby bind myself to ever treat them 
with the ubao£t Tdmlness and consideration and 
pledge myself to send them to tie agnostic Sun- 
day school and to give to them all the educational 
advantages within my power. 


The wife's pledge leaves out all pro- 


visions of the husband's which do not 
properly apply to the wife. It con- 
tains the further provision: 


Should I discover that we are uncoogroial or 


nii&nated I hcroby pledge my racrea word of 
honor that I will not bring children into the 
world net born of affection, and I hereby further 
promise taat should I find, after I have exhausted 
every effort to make it otherwise, that we are un- 
congenial or mismated I will not insist upoa pur 
living together. 


After swearing to these pledges wife 


and husbsnd are to sign them, each 
presenting his pledge to the other be- 
fore the nuptial knot is tied by a mag- 
istrate. 


Frederick Federle, aged 24, and Mar- 


tha B. L. Seaman, aged 17, both of 
Cincinnati, will be the first to take 
these pledges. They will be married 
at College hall, in the Mercantile li- 
brary building, on June 2. Federle is 
an employee of the Pittsburg Coal com- 
pany.

BRAZIL PUNS A FAIR. 


Exposition .to Be Opened In 


June at Bella Horizonte, 


AMEEIOAN 
DISPLAYS WANTED. 


Caltefl States Indcitrlcs io Be Care- 


fully Looked Alter — Agricultural 
Product* and Manufactured Ar- 
ticle*, EapeciiUly Machinery, Are 
Dealrefl—Resources of Minos Geraes. 
An industrial exposition will be open- 


ed next June at Bella Horizonte, the 
new capital of the state of Minus Ge- 
raoS, Brazil, says a Rio de Janeiro_dis- 
patch to the St. Louis Post<Dispfctch. 
No attempt will be made to rival the 
World's fair or the Buffalo exposition, 
but tno exposition is designed to show 
the resources of tbis wonderful country. 
Special efforts are being made to se- 
cure American displays of agricultural 
products and manufactured articles, 
especially machinery. 
United States 


exporters will hare an unusual oppor- 
tunity to show their wares in the inte- 
rior of Brazil. A permanent building 
has been erected by the promoters of 
the enterprise which will be maintain- 
ed for the display of the resources of 
Minas. 


One of the interesting features of this 


exposition is itsJocatioa. Minas Ge- 
reas is the most densely populated and 
one of the richest states in the republic. 
It has an area of 3GO.OOO square miles, 
with a population of 3,000,000. Hugged 
mountains running up to 7,000 feet are 
abundant within Its borders. 
Vast 


prairies and undulating plains covered 
with rich vegetation afford pasture for 
immense herds of cattle. The state is 
often called "the Switzerland of South 
America" from its natural characteris- 
tics and because it furnishes the best 
butter, cheese and milk to be found in 
Brazil. The temperature varies with 
the altitude, but the climate is general- 
ly temperate, fresh and healthy. Along 
the rivers and in the lower parts of the 
country fevers abound, as is true of 
Brazil generally. 


Rich as the state is in its agricultural 


interests and in the possibilities of 
much greater developments in this di- 
rection, the real wealth lies deep in the 
hearts of the mountains. Gold and sil- 
ver, diamonds, pearls and emeralds, 
iron, mercury and manganese, arsenic. 
bismuth and antimony are abundant. 
These great warehouses of riches have 
scarcely been touched by modern min- 
ing methods. 


At Diamintha the General Western 


Electric company is equipping the fa- 
mous diamond mine with electrical ma- 
chinery, which was transported more 
than 300 miles on mules. This will 
supplant the old hand method. For 
years the pay dirt has been carried by 
400 or 500 darkies in baskets on their 
heads, filing up and down a long in- 
cline from the bottom of the mine to 
the place where the dirt is accumulated 
until the rainy season, when it is wash- 
ed out. The mines are not funnel shap- 
ed, as in the Transvaal, but are spread 
out in an unsymmetrical manner. 


Gold and precious stones were first 


discovered in Minas in 159S, anil in 
1GG2 the river Itamarandj. was explor- 
ed, a region rich in gold and gems. The 
great diamond in the crown of Portu- 
gal, called the Southern Cross, was 
found in 1800 near the river Abaete at 
Bagagem, not fnr from the frontier of 
the state of Guyaz. For many years 
the export duty collected by Portugal 
really supported the mother country 
and was one of the richest assets of 
any crown in Europe. The Morro Yel- 
ha mine at S. Joao d'El-Rei is one of 
the oldest in the world. It was at one 
time abandoned by the Brazilian own- 
ers, bui is now successfully operated 
by an English company which installed 
modern machinery. 


Seven years ago a law was passed by 


the state congress authorizing the erec- 
tion of a new capital city to be modeled 
after the finest in the world. Bella 
norizonte was selected as the site and 
work pushed rapidly on the plans and 
special features. It is now a beautiful 
and flourishing city of 18,000 inhabit- 
ants, with handsome public buildings, 
parks, electric lights, a good sewerage 
system and -all the latest improve- 
ments. The city is on the right bank 
of the Arrudas river, 3,000 feet above 
sea level. The area now laid out for 
business and official purposes is about 
900 acres, but the original design con- 
templates a capital of 200,000 inhabit- 
ants. All the streets are 60 feet wide, 
the avenues 103 feet, and the main 
boulevard, running for three miles 
through the city and suburbs, is 150 
feet wide. The main park embracps 
about 200 acres. It is not yet finished, 
but promises to be one of the finest in 
South America, with broad drives, 
three lakes and vast tlowcr beds. 


The buildings of the new capital are 


well constructed, modern and beauti- 
ful. 
A large and well arranged rail- 


way station occupies a prominent site. 


! The palace for the governor of tho 
state was begun in 1895. It is built of 
marble, is 320 feet front, 152 feet deep 
and CO feet high. The interior is deco- 
rated by foreign artists. 


A large building has been completed 


for the approaching exposition. It will 
be made a permanent feature of the 
capital, corresponding in a measure to 
the state fairs held at home. Minas id 
a most progressive state, and its future 
development is full of promise. 


DO PLANTS THINKT' 


Renxonn "Why One Man Believe* That 


They Pog»e»s Mentality. 


Most poopls look upon, a plant as some- 


thing: almost without life. Perhaps this 
is true when we compare its life energies 
to those of an animal and the rest of cre- 
ntion, whii'h are high in the scale of life. 
Nevertheless, year after year, as I look 
at nature and strive to catch some faint 
idea of tho subtle life power which, is ev- 
erywhere, the more certain I become that 
even, plants huve some power which is 
similar to mind Jn the higher animals. 


I remember distinctly wliea, this first 


came to my notice. It was early one 
•5-ane, nnd I was walking through a 
heavy bit of timber listening io the glori- 
ous love songs of our birds aud the rus- 
tling of the fresh green leaves overhead. 
Numbers of wild flowers were swaying 
gently in the iight breeze, which came 
and went through the long aisle of brown 
tree trunks. 


In the dense shade I found a great bed 


of small green umbrellas, May apples, 
and under each was an exquisite white 
flower. I lay down on the soft, dead 
leaves and looked into the face of one of 
these blossoms^ and it returned ray Btaio 
with that open, frank look which all flow- 
ers have. I noticed that several of the 
stamens had bent over the pistil and had 
discharged their pollen. 
The stamens 


which had not ripened were back close 
against *he petals. For several days I 
came to look at this big blossom, and I 
saw stamen after stamen mots forward 
and discharge its pollen and then fall 
back to give room for the others. 


That summer I planted a five leaf ivy 


on my coalhouse that it might paint it 
green every year. The vine grew vigor- 
ously and in a few years had almost cov- 
ered one side of the building. When the 
vine reached the fiat shingle roof, I fear- 
ed that it would spread over it and rot 
the shingles, but I had forgotten the les- 
son I bad li-arned while looking at the 
May apple blossom. 


The tender yoiing ends of my ivy trav- 


eled along the edge of the roof, but never 
ventured out upon it 
The vine knew 


that it could not withstand tho hot glare 
of the sun reSected from the flat surface. 
But it was a vigorous vine and needed 
room; so, after traveling along the roof 
edge and finding no place to grow up- 
ward, it threw itself downward and soon 
covered what space was left on the side. 


Is this instinct, or is it something 


which approximates mentality as we 
know it among the higher animals?—

WATOH TBUBT OffE OF THE LATES1 


ALL SPIDERS SPIN. 


Bnt Not the "VTay That Most Artists 


Dra.TF Them. 


"All spiders spin, but not all of them 


spin snares, those orbed and radiated 
webs that we see pictured so many times 
and every time pictured wrong," says 
Haprey Sutherland in Ainslee's, "but 
that only goes to show that the lower 
animals are not the only ones that pos- 
sess instinct. I think it will be generally 
agreed that artists taaj be classed among 
the higher anitoals. At any rate, their 
instinct is to draw a thing not as it is, 
but as it appears to a man that doesn't 
know very much about anything: in par- 
ticular. So he lays off his picture of a 
spider's web with a pair of dividers, and 
people marvel at the spider's mathemat- 
ical sense, whereas a spider doesn't both- 
er her head with any such foolishness. 
She puts her lines where she thinks they 
will do the most good regardless of their 
distance apart. 


"Here of late, though, I think I have 


noticed a little improvement iu artists. 
They have begun to notice that the spider 
always stands head downward in her 
web, if it be a perpeu'diqular cms, and if 
it is horizonal hangs back downward. 
Some of these flat web spiders can hard- 
ly walk right side up. But the spider of 
art never has more than six legs, while 
the real spider has eight, and the spider 
of art often has three sections of tha 
body, while the real spider never has 
more than two. The head and chest are 
in one department, so to speak. There 
are their eyes, from four to eight in num- 
ber, and disposed in different patterns ac- 
cording to their political affiliations; their 
jaws, which work sidewise instead of up 
and down; their poison, bag and a few 
other arrangements, and in the abdomen, 
or silk department, are the heart (a ba- 
nana shaped affair), the liver, the slit and 
tubes that do duty for lungs and the 
spinnerets. Those last are warty look- 
ing affairs that may be spread apart and 
brought together exactly hke the thumb 
and fingers of the hand. Each wart is 
covered with hundreds of Httlo hollow 
hairs through which is expressed a gum- 
my liquid that turns to silk when it dries. 
Mrs. Spider slaps her spinnerets broad 
against the wall and sticks fast (I don't 
know how) many hundreds of fine fila- 
ments. Then she pulls away the spin- 
nerets and shuts them up, and nil of 
those fine filaments melt into one rope, in 
thickness about oae five-thousandth of an 
inch. Insects' silk is a simple thread; 
spiders' is compound."

Combine la Locomotive* Control* 


Two-thirds of tbe Capacity of En- 
tire CoantryxPobttalieVM of Po-pn- 
lar Miigic to Fool Their Interest*. 
The South Benefited by Jndastrlal 
Combine*. 


There Is now a locomotive trust, of- 


ficially the American Locoaiotive com- 
pany, capital $30,000,000, comprising 
all the locomotive concerns in the coun- 
try except the Baldwin company of 
Philadelphia and the H. K. Potter 
company of Pittsburg. The trust con- 
trols two-thirds of the capacity of the 
entire country. The Rhode Island Lo- 
comotive works of Providence Is the 
loader ia the combine, says the New- 
York Sun. 


The Ingot mold plants of Pennsyl- 


vania and Ohio are being consolidated 
into a single company to be incorporat- 
ed in New Jersey. Three of the plants 
are likely to be closed in the interests 
of economy and to stop overproduction. 
The Mesta Machine company of Pitts- 
burg is the organizer, and George Mes- 
ta, Its president, will be- president of 
the combine. 


The two great lighting companie's of 


Cincinnati, gas and electric, are about 
to merge their Interests and unite In a 
single concern. A new directorate has 
been elected by both, and ^ ^/o are 
now ready to unite, with a. combined 
capital of §28,000,000, as soon as tha 
state agrees to the increase 'of the 
stock. 


An attempt is being made to unite 


the shovel making concerns of the 
United States in the American Shovel 
and Tool company, with a capital of 
§10,000,000 and a New Jersey charter. 
If the project is successful, all of the 
14 concerns now in the business will be 
included, and headquarters will be es- 
tablished in New York. The combine 
will have its largest works in Pitts- 
burg. 


Tbe absorption of the Ontario Steel 


company by the Consolidated Lake 
Superior companies has been complet- 
ed. The capital of the Consolidated 
companies has been increased to $117,- 
000,000, and the stock of the Ontario 
company is acquired at a value of 
$125 per share. 


Oilcloth companies, led by the Ohio 


Oilcloth company of Youngstown, O., 
have got together in a movement to 
consolidate all of the oilcloth plants. 
Nearly all of tbe plants are prosperous, 
but they expect to increase the value of 
their property tenfold by combining. A 
combination, the manufacturers say, 
will enable them to reduce expenses 
In a hundred different ways, but par- 
ticularly 
in securing patterns, for 


which each concern now pays large 
sums. 


The plow combine is likely to be 


eclipsed by beiug merged into a great 
trust of all the agricultural implement 
makers of the United States, according 
to President W. H. Brinton of the Peru 
Plow and Wheel works of Illinois. 
Ninety per cent of the implement mak- 
ers have expressed themselves as in. 
favor of such a combination, and ar- 
rangements are being made to bring it 
about. 
If these are successful, the 


trust will be capitalized at more than 
$50,000,000. 
Its capital may reach 


$75,000,000. 


Eight of tbe leading publishers of 


popular music are making arrange- 
ments to pool their interests and will 
meet at New York in a few days to 
settle the details of the amalgamation. 
They will call the combine the Amer- 
ican Music Publishing association and 
will capitalize it at from $3,000,000 to 
$5,000,000. 
The publishers say that 


one of their objects in combining is to 
prevent the publication of inferior mu- 
sic. They will do this by barring out 
dealers who handle music of which 
they don't approve. 


A lead trust backed by a syndicate 


in which William C. Whitney and 
Thomas F. Ryan are credited with be- 
ing the mainsprings is In process 
of formation in Missouri. 
The Union 


Lead and Oil company of St Louis 
has increased its capital from $15,000,- 
000 to $50,000,000 and has secured an 
option on 7,000 acres of land near Iron- 
dale in tiie Flat river district, it is sap- 
posed with a view to the erection of 
smelters. 


The consolidation of the William 


Cramp Ship and Engine Building com- 
pany of Philadelphia, the Bethlehem 
Steel company and Tickers' Sons & 
Maxim of England enables the consol- 
idated American firm to produce a 
warship complete, from guns to armor 
and engines, without outside assist- 
ance. 
It leaves tbe Cramps at the 


head of tbe concern, Jn a position to 
bid outright, for warship contracts, ves- 
sel, engines, armor and armament, 
making its own guns, great and small 
alike. 


Alabama's four biggest coal mining 


concerns are being swallovicd up by 
the Mouongabela River Consolidated 
Coal and Coke company at a cost of 
$3,000,000. The first of the four, tbe 
Virginia and Alabama company, was 
Ibsorbed a few days ago, its president 
leaving the headquarters of the coal 
combine in Pittsburg with a check for 
$800,000 in his pocket The last of the 
four will be absorbed within a few 
weeks, cash being paid for each.

PRAISES PRESIDENT CASTRO 


Control Flnmnclifir on the State of 


Affair* In Venezuela, 


Eugene H. PhimaCher, who has serv- 


ed as consul of the United States' for IS 
years at Maracaiho, one of the chief 
ports of Venezuela, and' who is in 
Washington at present on leave of ab- 
sence, had this to say the other day to 
a Washington Star reporter on political 
conditions in the Venezuelan republic: 


"I observe that certain critics abuse 


Castro untiringly and do their utmo&t 
to bring about trouble between his gov- 
ernment aud foreign countries. But 
from what I as foreign consul in the 
western pait of Venezuela have seen 
he seems to have acted wisely and to 
have relieved Maracaibo and the Andes 
states of some terrible burdens heaped 
upon them by Guzman Blanco and 
never lightened by any later president, 
even by Andrade, who gained great fa- 
vor with the downtrodden people of 
western Venezuela, and I doubt not 
that by a continuance of the same wise 
and prudent conduct he can win tbe 
good will of the whole republic. When 
he began his dictatorship, be found not 
a cent in the public treasury and had a 
hard road to travel. Justice and com- 
mon sense alike demand that he should 
have a fair show. Look at the presi- 
dent of Mexico, the once hated and 
abused Porfiro Diaz, who in the course 
of his long administration has accom- 
plished so much for his country. I 
hope I am not mistaken in the qualities 
of President Castro and in wishing him 
a long lease of power for the best in- 
terest of Venezuela and the countries 
with which she has relations. I say all 
this in spite of the fact that I have 
been for 20 years a personal friend of 
the Andrade family, but have no Inti- 
mate acquaintance with or obligation 
to President Cnstro." 


"PUT'S" HILL TO BE SAVED. 


Trolley Line Will Be Built Only ot 


Side of Historical Ground, 


"Put's" Hill, where stands the monu- 


ment to General Israel Putnam, will 
not be desecrated by trolley tracks, qs 
was feared by the D. A. R. This was 
decided at a meeting of the town and 
borough officials at Greenwich, Conn., 
the other day, -says the Kew York 
Press. Colonel Heft of the Consolidat- 
ed railway, who had obtained a fran- 
chise to run cars over the hill, was 
present and said: 


"Owing to the staad taken by the D. 


A. R. the rails would be laid over the 
causeway on one side of the hill and 
only a few projecting rocks of the park 
would be removed." 


Continuing, he said, "I will leave the 


hill in such shape that if old 'Put' 
should come back to it he either caa 
ride down it on his flery steed or ride 
down on the trolley." 


This announcement caused a laugh, 


but all are pleased that the hill which 
more than a century ago consisted of a 
hundred steps cut in the solid rock 
down which old "Put" rode on horse- 
back when pursued by General Tryon 
will not be ruined by trolley rails.

SOLD HIS PICTURE TWELVE TIMES," 


An Artist's Story of the Possibilities 


In Forgins Painting*. 


"We sometimes come across queer de- 


velopments concerning the forgery of 
paintings," said a landscape artist in the 
course of conversation with a party of 
friends. 
"By forgery of course I mean 


the painting of a picture over some other 
artist's name. 


''I'll tell you a true story which shows 


how safe the business « considered when 
carried on in the right way. The dealer 
who worked this scheme had a genuine 
work by a great French landscape paint- 
er exhibited in his store. 
One day a 


westerner bought it for a good round 
turn. 


"The art man closed the deal with rel- 


ish, 
but began to feel opposed to parting 


with his treasure as soon as the customer 
was outside the door. The painting was 
not to be delivered until three or four 
days later. He quickly had it taken cut 
of its frame and sent to a clever potboiler 
who had served him before. 
In three 


days the potboiler had a copy which, con- 
sidering: time and circumstances, was a 
marvel. This copy went west, and the 
dealer kept his treasure. 


"The trick came off so prettily that the 


dealer decided to try it over again. It 
sounds like a fairy tale, and yet it is true 
that he sold that same landscape to 12 
different persons and delivered it to all of 
them, and yet he has the original in his 
own private collection. He decided that 
the latter plan would prove safer in the 
long run than the store, as one of the 12 
customers might return lor another bar- 
gain." 


"What did the potboiler make out of 


that?" asked one of his hearers. 


"Not much," the artist said. 
"He 


struck for a raise each time the original 
came back to him, but I don't suppose he 
got more thin. |12 or $15 for the first 
copy." 


"Ever heard of Snakes?" inquired an- 


other artist in the party. 


"The king of potboilers?" asked the 


first. 


"That's the one. He wound up in a 


lunatic asylqm. It's a queer story. The 
man began to think that he was some- 
body. His fakes were so clever that he 
lost his equilibrium and stiffened the 
prices more than the dealer fancied. The 
latter said 'nit' and quit giving orders, al- 
though the step caused him regret. 


"Snakes threatened and actualy went 


so far as to tell his story to several inter- 
ested persons. Evidence was the one 
thing they all demanded. Had they only 
been able to get that, the dealer would 
have had a hot time of it. But there was 
only the word of Snakes to go by, and he 
wasn't always quite sober when he told 
his incriminating tale. Besides, he had 
never signed any of the copies he made. 


"The art dealer had been cunning 


enough to let another man put in that fin- 
ishing touch. Why, there are men who 
do nothing else but put eignntares to 
spurious masterpieces, either imported or 
homemade, and wbo get from S5 to $20 
for each. job. That's aa art, too, and 
Borne of them, arc very good at it, and 
to have the right twist to the signature is 
considered so important by the dealers 
that those who are clever in that way get 
more than tbo potboilers who make the 
pictures." 


"And how about Snakes?" 
"Oh, nothing came out of his squeal 


but hard times to himself. Other dealers 
heard of tho story and turned him down. 
He had shirked too long to be able to 
make a living by legitimate work, and 
he was too proud to tryv strange to say, 
even when in his cnps; results, slow star- 
vation, wnnder'ng mind, still legs money, 
whisky and cigarettes substituted for 
food, 
complete bughouse, arrest and 


transportation to .ward's island,"—New 
York Sun.

What tbo Government Do«» With! 


Unclaimed Honor Ordern. 


"What becomes of ail the money orders 


Which, are, never presented toe payment?" 
asked a Washington business man of- a 
postal official. 
''Every few days we re- 


ceive- letters from our customers saying 
thjit they have forwarded oi^ors for 
goods, but the orders have never reached 
our hands. And this is true of every 
large mail prder house in Washington." 


"They disappear in various ways," was 


the reply. "Some are burned or torn up 
instead of the receipts, and this is par- 
ticularly true of international money or- 
ders, where tho receipts are of the same 
size of the order, ouly white in. color. 
Some are sent in letters which are not ad- 
dressed at all or are incorrectly addressed, 
and these, together with thousands of 
other orders, find their way to the dead 
letter office. Ultimately most of these let- 
ters find their way back to the remitters, 
or duplicates are applied for. 


"The British government utilizes as a 


source of postal revenue ill of the money 
in its hands which is not paid out to meet 
money orders upon presentation and do- 
rives about 850,000 annually therefrom. 
Our government does not attempt to de- 
rive any profit from this source, and the 
money is turned into the treasury, whore 
it is held in trust, as it were, to meet 
these obligations. The government has 
no desire to claim or confiscate this mon- 
ey, and it will pay its obligations in the 
lorm of a money order at any time upon 
presentation, upon satisfying itself, in the 
instance of a long lapse of years, that 
there has been no previous payment by 
duplicate or otherwise. In Great Britain, 
1 believe, this money becomes forfeited to 
the government after a certain number of 
years—four, I think. Tho British govern- 
ment evidently proceeds upon the theory 
that if a holder of a money order or the 
Bender does not seek to cash the order 
within a reasonable time the government 
can put it to good advantage by applying 
the amount to its own use. Such a prac- 
tice undoubtedly facilitates the business 
of the government's end of the contract 
End is strictly legal if authorized by law. 
In nearly all money transactions there is 
a limitation upon the validity of any 
voucher which represents cash as to its 
time for presentation. Even a note pay- 
able without date is barred by the statute 
of limitations In the various states. 


"There is today an accumulation of 


over $2,500,000 in the treasury of these 
unclaimed money orders which has been 
gradually piling up during the years the- 
government has been conducting a money 
order business. With each individual or- 
der the government has made a special 
eEort to effect payment to the payee or 
restore the amount to the remitter, and, 
failing, can do naught but keep the 
amount The fact that 50,000 duplicate 
orders are annually issued would appear 
to indicate that the American people are 
extremely careless ia the handling of 
these money vouchers. Where the orig- 
inals go or how they are disposed of 
would fill a volume. 


"A single order may be issued up to 


$100 in amount, and the average is abont 
$7.50, the smaller offices issuing the great 
bulk of orders an j the larger offices cash- 
ing 95 per cent of them. 


"Traveling men, actors, circus men, 


railroad employees and others whose 
business requires them to move from 
place to place are very fond of buying or- 
ders payable to themselves. They cannot 
spend an order as a bill, and as no one 
but themselves or the indorsees may se- 
cure the amount of the orders they are 
just that much ahead when they gef into 
the Bert town, making themselves their 
own bankers, with the government as a 
depository. Sometimes an actor or a cir- 
cus maa will present a dozen orders at 
the close of the season which he has 
bought from time to time, and their 
amount represents savings which other- 
wise would have been spent"—Washing- 
ton Star. 


Supreme Court's SnnS and Quills. 
The United States supreme court holds 


on to precedents and traditions of the 
past with more tenacity than any other 
body in the country. This fact is shown 
in little as well as in great things. The 
court kept up the practice of filing its of- 
ficial snuffbox longer than did the United 
States senate, and the senate held on to 
the once pqpular drug Jong after it had 
ceased to be used. The love ot the old 
way is shown in the supreme court every 
time that that august body meets by the 
array of quill pens distributed over tha 
desks. When the quill was the only pen, 
instructions were given to have a certain 
number of them placed on the desks for 
members of the court. Very few people 
now use the quill, and those who do 
would get along very well with a? steel 
pen. 
But no one has ever dared to inter- 


fere with a custom once established, and 
the quill pen doubtless still has a long 
life in the court—Washington Star.

The scheme startecf 


near Sagua la Grande consisted of buy- 
ing a certain number of oxen, plows, 
wagons and other appurtenances of a 
farming life. These were divided into- 
four parts and placed under the chargtf 
of men who were hired at salaries and 
by them distributed among the 
who were placed upon land which" 
been provided by the citizens of Sagua 
la Grande. The families were also dl-' 
vided into four, groups and given land* , 
surrounding the central station, at 
which were placed the animals and im- 
plements. Each centra! station would' 
in succession plow and prepare for 
planting a small part of the land be-' 
longing to each family, and after thus 
serving each group would start at 
plowing more land, and so on until 
enough of the land had been prepared 
for each family to plant crops sufficient 
to support them. This scheme worked 
well. These people were rationed for 
three months, at the end of which, 
time their crops began to come in. The- 
total cost of starting this scheme did 
not amount to more than the cost of 
the rations for these people for about 
three months. 
The last reports re- 


ceived from Sagua la Grande state that 
the beneficiaries are now self support*1 


ing. 


The other scheme started by General 


Wilson was to supply the families who 
had been receiving rations with oxen* 
plows, 12 chickens, a rooster, a coupler 
of sows and so on, the total amount trf 
be given to each family not to exceed - 
$250. All these articles were branded* 
and the families receiving them signed 
a formal contract with the municlpal- 
ity promising to pay for them in two! 
years, the price being the cost at whicbj 
the articles were purchased by the gov-« 
eminent Interest at 4 per cent waa 
also charged provided tie articles were 
paid for in the two years. If It wad 
found that for any reason the families 
could not make their payments in two 
years, an additional year was granted 
to them, but the interest in this case 
was to be 8 per cent Eighteen or 20' 
such families received, this aid, most of 
them, however, taking only a yoke of 
oxen, which as a rule were of low cost; 
being unbf.ok«n and costing only ?88 a 
yoke. The families broke these oxen, 
and the majority said they could pro- 
vide all the other things necessary to 
start farms. These families have all. 
done well, and many of them have al- 1 
ready paid for the articles furnished ' 
them. 


General Wood, through the secretary, 


of agriculture, uas continued this mods 
of helping the poor and has imported 
cows and bulls, which are distribute^ 
to those who desire them.

steps to prevent the washing away OE 
what is familiarly known as ''thej 
graveyard of the Atlantic," says a 
Montreal dispatch to tho Boston Even* 
ing Transcript. During his visit to thq 
Paris exposition Major Gourdeau, dep* 
ury minister of marine and fisheries1,- 
made an examination of a number ofl 
sandy formations off the coast ofi 
France which the French government 
has succeeded In preserving by the sim-t 
pie process of planting them with 4 
particular tree possessing binding quali 
itles In Its roots. The Canadian govern* 
rnent decided to import some of these! 
trees as an experiment on Sable island^ 
and a quantity has arrived and noiMj 
awaits shipment to the island, wherel 
the trees will be planted around its] 
no-.v threatened shores. 


The urgent need of this action can bq 


gathered from the fact that the islancl 
was once 40 miles in length, while to< 
day it is barely half that length and 
only two miles in width. The encroach* 
ments of the sea have gradually shift* 
ed the sand until now over half of th« 
island is completely submerged. It is) 
anticipated that if the island is covered 
with trees it will stand out more clear- 
ly and sharply defined to the officers of 
ships in the vicinity than at present 
and thus prove a boon to ma 
who dread this treacherous spot.

It is possible for a religious custo'm 


or ceremony 'to be hinded down from 
generation to generation and to con- 
tinue in force after it has lost much 
of its original significance.

Thus 
it was with the Jewish Passover -whose 
original meaning lives with the cus- 
tom.

honored dead. As a stay against- its 
being so altered as to lose is real sig- 
nificance, I want to raise the question 
"What mean ye by this service?" And 
I answer, this is a memorial which is 
worthy to be observed throughput °ui 
generations forever. It is a memorial 
Let us be sure of what it stands "for 
and of what it is designed to me- 
morializ". 


It is not war. Better would it be if 


we could consign that to everlasting 
forgetfulnesd, for WST means passion 
and hatred and strife. It is not the 
mere fact that two great armies met 
in more than a hundred battles. The 
•historian can take care of that, but 
we can forget it by cherishing the re- 
membrance that peace are" our portion 
in every section of our country. Nor 
is it the object of our memorial ser- 
vice to keep alive" the issues which led 
up to the call for troops. No man en- 
listed for love of the tvgr^ or to free 
the slaves. Emancipation was only a 
powerful incident of the struggle. Xor 
is it the aim. of this service to sound 
our own praises, to boast of the great 
things that we have done. Such a 
memorial would be unworthy of us. 


What, then, is the real meaning of 


this service? It is in part to keep in 
memory the good example of all those 
who offered themselves in the hour of 
their country's need, 
who 
counted 


their lives not dear to themselves if 
only they might rescue her from dis- 
union and dishonor^ The principle of 
self-sacrifice is the same on Memorial 
day that it is on Good Friday, though 
in a restricted sense. Our 
Memorial 


day is therefore in a sense another All 
Saints day, and we do well to keen 
it for gratitude's sake. 


We cannot tell what we owe in these 


respects to the FO'diers who served in 
our civil war. They not only saved 
the country in more ways than one. 
They did infinitely more 
thaa 
that. 


They set forward the salvation of its 
people many generations. 
If there 


were evils folkro ing that 
tremendous 


strife, they were outnumbered far by 
the benefits and We?sings which have 
fallen to us of this later day because of 
what they then accmpiished.Much that 
i;-*g'00d that we cannot now do without 
sprang from those da^K uays. The sol- 
diers' blood has been thp seed of this 
new era. It was then that our hos- 
pital service began its career, that our 
charity and relief work to-ok its rise, 
that nurses began to multiply and sur 
.gery tr< be proficient, tiiat active bf-nev 
elencc learned how to minister in a 
million forms. A new impetus was giv- 
en to eduaction, 
new sciences have 


been- dipcovercd, human life is richer 
and religion itself has undergore 
" 


mighty change. And man nimcc-lf is a 
different ijcing. There is more brother 
hood between man and man, more pat 
riotirm among the masses, more in- 
telligent sense of the rights and values 
of American citizenshio. 


Behind alt these things we behold 


£}je hand of the American soldier, and 
we are grateful. Wo keen a clay sacred 
to him and to the principle- of 
self- 


sacrifice to which he was obedient. 


More than this, we commsncl his ex- 


ample and would set its mark upon 
our sons and daughters'. And this ir 
another meaning which wo attach to 
this service In it wo are looking for- 
ward to the timo vben our sons filled 
with their fathers' faith and 
solrii 


fthall abound more and more in 'ora'tv 
to their land and in the blessing- of 
peace. To Lo strong and tn livo greatly 
ia no easy thing in any age, but it is 
hnrdt-r when the snirit of con-cmTcial- 
iam is so, dominant as now. It is for 
the yoirijr' in^n t-o cutlivate and cher- 
i'h tho spirit of patriotism find to 
preserve the nf.tional consccinoe

Ethics he defined as a man's fashion 


of conduct and what he thinks of this 
conduct. It is his thought of what be 
ought to do and why. Like thedop-y, 
this is based on experience and what is 
thought of that experience. 


One of the most significant move- 


ments of the time is that 
which 
is 


seeking to separate these two, thought 
of God and thought of conduct, and to 
put ethical culture in place of religious 
faith. Another tendency is to hold re- 
ligious faith 
without 
ethics. These 


two tendencies are antagonistic factors 
which are 
working 
mischief 
and 


Y Inch are most deplorable. Man. lias 
always and always must think about 
God, 
and al=o about conduct. 


If we think; of ethics without God, 


then ethics is robbed of its most in- 
spiring force. Ethics 
and 
religious 


faith stand as wo sides of an arch with 
God as the keystone. When that is re- 
moved, both sides fall. To live without 
God robs living of its inspiration. 


A"id on the other hand the attempt 


to have theology without 
ethics 
is 


equally disastrous. In fact, 
of 
tfie 


two, ethics without theology is 
the 


k-i^st disastrous. Tfneol'gy 
without 


ethics was responsible for tho concep- 
tion of a God who predestined men and 
held him 
responsible for his destiny. 


God must, b- so thought of that he- will 
not violate the ethical standard that 
is in us. He must be in our image if 
we are to understand him. Man's first 
thought of God was to moralize on him 
and as men have booms better 
they 


have made b?tter Gods. Christ united 
the two ideas, in which union 
m^n 


thinks of uod, but thinks rightly. The 
religion of creed has had its day and 
the reliijioii_ of deed 
has come. The 


thing to do^' is to have the deed the 
embodiment of all that is best.

THE CHICKS THEY PRODUCE. 


fntereitlae Acconat of the Scientific 


r*e of Artificial Mother*, Showing 
How MacU Art IB Kecensary Wlien 
•Mature !• Supplanted. 
^ , 


/ Few persons who eat the highest grade 
(poultry sold in the local markets know 
the degree of care and the amount of 
fcai-d work necessary for the production 
of the delicately flavored chickea and 
duck that tickle the palate of the epicure. 
The ordinary farmer does not produce 
eut-h stock for the simple reason that he 
does not know how. 
i The production of high grade poultry 
tas been brought down to such a fine 
point that the raising of chic-kens, partic- 
ularly "broilers," has been changed from 
K haphazard affair to a profitable busi- 
ness. 
| AH the chickens are hatched in incu- 
ibators and reared in brooders, and the 
artificial method demands more vigor in 
the chick than is necessary when nature 
is followed and the chicks intrusted to the 
care of a hen. When the chicks are 
batched, they remain in the incubator un- 
til thoroughly dried off, when they are 
carried out to the brooder house and 
placed in lots of 50 to each artificial 
mother, A common type of brooder is a 
box about three feet square, inside of 
.Which is the hover, which is 2^ feet wide, 
circular in shqpo, with small pieces ot 
felt hanging do'wii from, the edge. 


J The iiover sets four or Jive inches from 
the floor of the brooder, and fresh air, 
warmed as it passes over a drum heated 
by a lamp, constantly 'discharged into it, 
(Varying with the time of year the tem- 
perature ia this space is maintained at 
from 85 to 90 degrees when the chicks 
are first placed therein. As they grow 
older the beat is reduced gradually. 
' When the chicks are placed in the 
brooder, they are lively and curious. The 
little fellows reB>ain under the hover but 
a few minutes, when they emerge to look 
over their new quarters and find some- 
thing to eat 
The visitor to a poultry 


farm who has no particular knowledge ( 
of chickens is shocked to see the first 
feed given them. Instead of something 
dainty, as seems natural for such delicate 
fluffy little creatures, they are given 
stones— not big stones, bat about the size 
of ordinary shot, which the ponltrymen 
call grit. It is ground up especially for 
chicks and .presents many edges, all of 
•which, are sharp as broken glass. 
One 


would suppose the grit' would cut the 
Chicks, but it does not. They are not j 
afraid of it, seeming to know it is just 
what they need to start out in. life with. 
Without asking questions they pounce on 
the fine stone and clean it up in short or- 
der. The grit remains in the gizzard and 
answers the purpose of teeth. 
' When they have eaten all the grit they 
need, the chicks are apt to stand around 
and get'cMlled, and a chill is fatal. To 
avoid this the poultryman keeps an eye 
on. them, and when he finds them hud- 
dlinjr ofi in a corner or pushing against 
e'ach other for warmth he drives them un- 
der the hover, doing this 50 times a day 
if necessary. After the first two or three , 
days the chicks when chilly learn to go 
under the hover themselves, but that does 
not end the troubles of the attendant, for 
he must then rje certain that his charges 
are not so warm that they are in danger 
of becoming ill. The temperature must 
not be allowed to drop below the proper 
point, either, else the chicks will jam to- 
gether and crush each other to death. 
| The second feed given the chicks is 
tolled^ oats of the best quality. It makes 
expensive chicken, feed, but the object is 
to secure the finest flavor possible and 
thereby obtain the highest prices. Rolled 
bats are fed mbrningand nightfor the first 
few days, and fresh, pure water, renewed 
three times da,ily, is supplied in small 
fountains tnat are kept scrupulously 
clean. 


j At this time of the year the chicks are 
ted four times daily, and the nurture of 
feed they get between breakfast and sup- 
per is amazing to the novice, and also to 
the ordinary farmer who thinks he knowa 
all about raising chickens. The basis of 
this feed is Corn and wheat, specially 
cracked, of the best quality procurable in 
the open market To this is added fresh 
meat that has been thoroughly boiled and 
ground up fine. Clover, looking as green 
and smelling almost as sweet as the day 
It was cut-— it is cured for poultry by a 
.special and costly process— is introduced 
in the mixture, which is then mixed with 
milk secured dally from cows kept on the 
premises. 
When this has been stirred 


thoroughly, it is steamed, after .which it 
Is ready to be fed to the chicks. 
| In addition to these feeds, the chicks 
also receive green stuff every day. After 
the spring has opened fresh green rye and 
iclover are Cut nnd mixed with the reg- 
itilar feed. Before the grass has started 
they are given lettuce cut iu strips and 
other green vegetables. 
Sliced cabbage 


Is substituted for these as soon as possi- 
ble. 
Chicks, when quite small, do not 


seem to thrive on cabbage. 


j For the first few days the chicks are 
confined to the limits of the brooder, but 
gradually they are permitted to run in 
rards wired off before each house. la the 
winter they ate nbt al'owed to run out- 
Bide the building, but when the weather 
.becomes settled in the spring the .chicks 
ran through Small doors into yards that 
'extend out from the south side of the 
Brooder house. Early In the fall these 
(yards are plowed and rye and grass 
sown in them, ao the, chicks may have 
'fresh green fodd "to pick at and rnn 
through, for the grass helps to make their 
Jlegs yellow, ^and the moisture helps to 
keep their feet and legs clean. 


As the cbicks grow older they are mov- 


ed into larger brooders, whe? e the heating 
lls done by hot water pipes and where 
they have more space to run. around. All 
of these yards are littered with cut hay, 
and some of the feed is scattered through 
Jt, in order that the chicks may be kept 
Scratching all day, for only a busy chick 
is a healthy chick. At this tune their 
idrink is changed fr6m water to milk, 
|they get a small amount of salt In their 
'food, and twice a week a certain quantity 
ef powdered charcoal is mixed In it. The 
fmflk they drink is always fresh. They, 
*re fed at stated times during the day. 
j Mention has been made of the outside 
(yards in which the chicks are permitted 
to rotb These yardp vary ia size, which 
Is not ah acoideBt, ffae yards are pro- 
i portioned to the ffit.fi of the chicks and 
'ara intended to give them room for just 
enough cierdse to keep them In healthy 
Condition and no mere. If the yards were 
[larger, the chicks would be more muscn- 
jler, not no ploap and the fiber of the 
.Beat coarser, 
ID smaller yards tho

When a batch of ^broi'ers" is ready foi 


market, they are put in a separate pen 
and all food end milk removed. They 
are permitted to have only water to drink 
and are kept thus for 18 hours. They are 
then removed to another building, used 
altogether for killing and picking. Here 
an expert takes them, opens their mouths 
and inserts a long, fine steel blade, with 
which he sererp the large vein at the 
back of the mtfuth, at ths same time 
piercing the brain, which paralyzes the 
bird and puts it beyond the possibility of 
suffering. The temperature of the killing 
house is kept high, in order that the bird 
may bleed freely. 


This work done, the picking, known as 


"dry," begins immediately^ 
The wing 


and tail feathers are plucked first, then 
the smaller feathers. 
Great care must 


be the rule here, else the skin, which is 
exceedingly tender, will be torn and the 
appearance of the "broiler" spoiled. Ev- 
ery trace of feathers must be removed. 
The experts in this line are all men, and 
it is no trick for them to kill and properly 
dress from 12 to 15 "broilers" an hour. 


When the "broiler" has been picked, 


the blood is washed from the mouth and 
the feet and legs also washed if neces- 
sary. All parts of the bird must be ab- 
solutely clean, and when this is assured 
it is tossed in a tank of ice cold water, 
where it remains until chilled through. 


How they are shipped depends on the 


season. 
In extremely cold weather no 


ice is used in shipping, but in warm 
weather they are packed in barrels lined 
with white paper and kept cool by the 
use of liberal quantities of finely cracked 
ice.—New York Mail and Express.

In thi 
recent past, ever since Dewey had 
trouble with the German commander 
In Manila bay, popular feeling has 
been rising in both countries. The 
well-knCfWiV designs of Germany in 
South Africa have not operated to 
quiet matters, and the out-spoken at- 
titude of the American press has not 
had a quieting effect upon the Ger- 
man prfiKS or people. There is no dis- 
guising the fact that a state of mind 
Is developing in both countries that 
Is dangerous to their peace. Germany 
Is hostile to American trade and jeal- 
ous of American success. The United 
Btat«s observes this and resents it. 
The Magdclonghcr Zeitung, a news- 
paper in touch with official Germany, 
had the following to say last Friday, 
which illustrates the German attitude: 


"It cannot, unfortunately, 
be de- 


nied that the American government 
lays itself open to the suspicion that 
It believes in unfriendly plans on the 
"part of Germany. When it is continhi- 
ally said that the government has the 
gravest suspicion 
of German Inten- 


tions and that it is prepared for war 
Vltb Germany, it i* its duty at once j

and for all to explain tha situation. 
This haa always happenled under the 
administration cf former presidents, 
and it is the first time under Mr. Mc- 
Kinley and Mr. Hay that it has be- 
come the fashion to come to the as- 
sistance of England every time it is 
attacked in the press but not to move 
a finger in favor of Germany. In! re- 
gard especially to the continual sus- 
picion and misrepresentation of Ger- 
many's policy in the American press, 
it is known that this unworthy action 
is ntot only regarded with satisfaction 
in "Washington but is directly inspired 
from that city.

But Bryanisrn °s 
played out and it has been proven that 
Germans are as much Americans as 
any other people who come to dwell 
in this land. 
No Bryanism and no 


German vote will ever keep the Amer- 
ican navy from making flotsom out of 
the kaiser's ships if need be for it to 
preserve the principles and dignity of 
this nation1. 


The New York Herald Saturday con- 


ta:ned this note editorially: 


"Everything is reported to be quiet

TWO PRAIRIE TERRORS. 


Fire 
The Havoc That I« Wrouscfat 


and Snowstorms. 


One of the most terrible of the dangers 


encountered by the homesteaders on the 
prairie has been the prairie fire. Its be- 
ginning was a trifle — a careless brand 
from a hunter's campflre perhaps — but 
the outcome is dreadful and momentous 
indeed. 


At first there is only a low bank of 


dark cloud on tho horizon. An hour later 
<sr less ths cloud, like a black band 
across the sky, has risen, balf way to 
the zenitli, and'aloeg the lower eclge of 
it runs a fringe of visible flame. 


It is qalck work then. Nobody who 


has not seen a full Gedged prairie fire can 
realize its immensity, its tremendous rate 
of progress, which is swifter than that 
of the fastest horse, and its power of de- 
etr action. 
The mass of heated 
air 


thrown up from it causes a great suc- 
tion, producing a wind which follows the 
fire and pushes the column of smoke to 
the front 


When there is time enough, a fire is 


started In the grass toward the approach- 
ing fire, so as to ranke a burned space 
that will cheek the coming flames.' If 
there be net time for that, a fire is start- 
ed in the same direction, so as to leave 
in its wak» & space in which shelter may 
be found. 


Great snowstorms, accompanied by cold 


waves, in the east are commonly called 
blizzards, bat they ere not at all like the 
western bliszard. In a real blizzard the 
air is filled with a peculiar vapor of 
snow which drifts before the wind at 
the rate of 40 to 60 miles an hour. The 
vapor is so dense that in it the traveler 
can hardly see his hand before his face. 


A person caught abroad in a blizzard 


is in a dreadful plight indeed. The snow 
drifts through his clothing and beats di- 
rectly against bis skin. 
No clothing, . 


however thick, will keep it out. Thus 
he is subjected to dreadful distress, but 
what causes most of the de&ths that oc- 
cur in blizzards is that the siiow vapor 
is carried into the lungs in breathing 
and paralyzes those organs. 
Often it 


has happened that a man has ventured j 
out of his house a tevf yards to tbe bara 
and in returning has fallen dead before 
reaching bis threshfiBil.— Saturday Even- 
ing Post.

MEMORIAL SERMON. 


Rev. H. E. Koskett Preaches to Civil 
War Veterans on Faith and Victory. 


The Mathodlst church was crowded 


last rilght to the very doors, the oc- 
casion being the annual union ser- 
vice of the Congregational, Methodist 
and Baptist churches in honor of the 
fiolfllers who fell during the civil war. 
Every seat in the church was filled, 
many chairs were brought in and then 
a large nlumber stood in the vestibule. 
E- P. Hopkins post, G. A. R., the as- 
sociate members of the post and A. Li 
Hopkins camp S. of V., marched from 
Grand Army hall 'on Spring street at 
7.30 
to the church, where seats hafi 


been reserved in front. 


Rev. E. A. Hall presided at the ser- 


vice and after malting1 the opening 
prayer Introduced the speaker of the 
evening, Rev. H. B. Foskett, pastor of 
the Baptist church, Tlie speaker chose 
the first part 'of the 12th verse of First 
Timothy, sixth chapter, which, reads, 
"Fight the good fight of faith," and 
spoke on) faith and victory. He began 
by quoting the utterance of General 
Sherman 
when his state Louisiana, 


withdrew from the union, and said 
that behind that utterance was a 
patriot and behind the patriot a man. 
Such loyalty and principle are instinct 
with the soldierly qualities of life. The 
safety and perpetuity of this great 
American! republic does riot reside in 
the strength of our standing armies 
and the maintenance of a powerful 
taavy, but in the loyal love and pa- 
triotic devotion of America's sons and 
daughters. Our own selfishness, our 
mad race for self-aggrandizement, ous 
passionb and vices, our greed and lust* 
tour indifference 
and neglect, alone 


can work our ruin. Life is a. battle 
and its value is not measured by what 
we get but by what we do—the things 
we crowd out of our lives, the 'ob- 
stacles overcome, the battles we -win; 
these measure our real worth. The 
speaker then referred at length to the 
greed for mercenary gain, and coni- 
cluded: We have the rapacious, un- 
principled, miserly sort of man, a Jay 
Gould, traitor to his race, a blot on 
God's fair creation." 


The real victories of life, the speaker 


continued, are victories of character. 
Moral conflicts alone are 'of supreme 
importance. The grandeur of our na- 
tional struggles has not been because 
of immense armies 'or powerful fleets, 
but because of the great moral issues, 
the principles of right and justice, for 
which our fathers struggled and to 
secure which they 
sacrificed 
their 


lives. In addressing the veterans, Mr. 
Fosket said: By the glorious victories 
you won, veteran soldiers of the union 
the world has been taught for all time 
that manhood is not bounded by con- 
dition or limited by color;

the beneficiary, and that should our marriage j 
prove to be happy and we are blessed with chil- 
dren I hereby bind myself to ever treat them 
with the utmost kindness and consideration and 
pledge myself to Bend them to the agnostic Sun- 
day school and to fire to them all the educational 
advtntages within my power. 


The wife's pledge leaves out all pro- j 


visions of the husband's which do not 
properly apply to the wife. It con- 
tains the further provision: 


Should 1 discover that we are uncongenial or 


mismated 1 hereby pledge my eacred word of 
honor that I will not bring children into tha 
world not bom ol affection, a.ni I hereby further 
promise that should I find, after I hiuc exhausted 
every effort to make it otherwise, that we are un- 
coBgsnU! or mismated I will not insist upon our 
living together.

new capital of, the state of Minas Ge- 
raes, Brazil, says a Rio de Janeiro dis- 
patch to the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 
No attempt will be made to rival the 
World's fair or the Buffalo exposition, 
but the exposition is designed to show 
the resources of this wonderful country. 
Special efforts are being made to se- 
cure American displays of agricultural 
products and manufactured articles, 
especially machinery. 
United States 


exporters will have an unusual oppor- 
tunity to show their wares in the inte- 
rior of Brazil. A permanent building 
has been erected by the promoters of 
the enterprise which will be maintain- 
ed for the display of the resources of 
Minas. 


One of the interesting features of this 


exposition is itsJocatiou. 
Min.->s Ge- 


reas is the most densely populated and 
one of the richest states in the republic. 
It has an area of 800,000 square miles, 
with a population of 3,000,000. Rugged 
mountains running up to 7,000 feet are 
abundant within its borders. 
Ifast 


prairjfis aad undulating plains covered 
with rich vegetation afford pasture for 
immense herds of cattle. The state is 
often called "the Switzerland of South 
America'' from its natural characteris- 
tics and because it furnishes the best 
butter, cheese and milk to be found in 
Brazil. The temperature varies with 
the altitude, but the climate is general- 
ly temperate, fresh and healthy. Along 
the rivers and in the lower parts of the 
country fevers abound, as is true of 
Brazil generally. 


Rich as the state is in Its agricultural 


interests aud in the possibilities of 
much greater developments in this di- 
rection, the real wealth lies deep in the 
hearts of the mountains. Gold and sil- 
ver, diamonds, pearls and emeralds, 
iron, mercury and manganese, arsenic, 
bismuth and antimony are abundant. 
These great warehouses of riches have 
scarcely been touched by modern min- 
ing methods. 


At Diamintha the General Western 


Electric company is equipping the fa- 
mous diamond mine with electrical ma- 
chinery, which was transported more 
than 300 miles on mules. This will 
supplant the old hand method. 
For 


years the pay dirt has been carried by 
400 or 500 darkies in baskets on their 
heads, filing up and down a long in- 
cline from the bottom of the mine to 
the place where the dirt is accumulated 
until the rainy season, when it is -wash- 
ed out. The mines are not funnel shap- 
ed, as in the Transvaal, but are spread 
out in an unsymmetrical manner. 


Gold and precious stones were first 


discovered in Minas in 159S, and in 
1G62 
the river Itamaranda was explor- 


ed, a region rich in gold and gems. The 
great diamond in the crown of Portu- 
gal, called the Southern Cross, was 
found in 1800 near the river Abacte at 
Bagagem, not for from the frontier of 
the state of Guyaz. Per many years 
the export duty collected by Portr.gal 
really supported the mother country 
and was one of the richest assets of 
any crown in Europe. The Morro Vel- 
ha mine at S. Joao d'El-Rei Js one of 
the oldest in the v,-orld. It was at one 
time abandoned by the Brazilian own- 
ers, but is now successfully operated 
by an English company which installed 
modern machinery. 


Seven years ago a law was passed by 


the state congress authorizing the erec- 
tion of a new capital city to be modeled 
after the finest in the world. 
Bella 


Horizonte was selected as the site and 
work pushed rapidly on the plans and 
special features. It is now a beautiful 
and flourishing city of 18,000 inhabit- 
ants, with handsome public buildings, 
parks, electric lights, a good sewerage 
system and -all the latest improve- 
ments. The city is on the right bank 
of the Arrudas river, 3,000 feet above 
sea level. The area now laid out for 
business and official purposes is about 
900 acres, but the original design con- 
templates a capital of 200,000 inhabit- 
ants. All the streets are GO feet wide, 
the avenues 105 feet, and the main 
boulevard, running for- three miles 
through the city and suburbs, is 150 
feet wide. 
The mam park embraces 


about 200 acres. It is not yet finished, 
but promises to be one of the finest in 
South America, with broad drives, 
three lakes nnd vast riowcr beds. 


The buildings of the new capital are 


well constructed, modern and beauti- 
ful. 
A large and well arranged rail- 


way station occupies a prominent site. 
The palace for the governor of tho 
state was begun in 1805. It is built of 
marble, is 120 feet front, 152 feet der-p 
and GO feet high. The interior is deco- 
rated by foreign artists. 


A large building has been completed 


for the approaching exposition. It will 
be made a permanent feature of the 
capital, corresponding in a measure to 
the statp fairs held at home, Minas is 
& most progressive state, and its future 
development is full of promise. 


DO PLANTS THINKT' 


fteaion* Why Oae Man Believes That 


•They Poanenit Mentality. 


Most people look upon a plant as some- 


thing almost without life. Perhaps this 
is true when we compare its life energies 
to those of an, animal and the rest of cre- 
ation, which are high in the scale of life. 
Nevertheless, ye?r after year, as I look 
fit nature- and htrive to catch some faint 
idea of the subtle life power which is ev- 
erywhere, the wore certain I become that 
even plants have some power which is 
similar to mind iu the higher animals. 


I remember distinctly when this first 


came to my notice. - It was early one 
J'one, nnd I was walking through a 
tea'sy bit of timber listening to the glori- 
ous love songs of our birds and the rus- 
tling of the fresh green leaves overhead. 
Numbers of wild flowers' were swaying 
gently in the light breeze, which cume 
and went through the long aisle of brown 
tree trunks. 
la the dense shade I found a great bed 


of small green uiubiellus, May apples, 
and under each was an exquisite white 
Cower. 
I lay down on the soft, dend 


leaves and looked into the face of one of 
these blossoms, and it returned my stare 
with that open, frank look which all flow- 
ers have. I noticed that several of the 
stamens had bent over the pi&til and had 
discharged then pollen. 
The stamens 


which had not ripened were back close 
against the petals. For several days I 
came to look at this big blossom, and I 
saw stamen after stamen move forward 
aud discharge its pollen and then fall 
back to give room for the others. 


That summer I planted a five leaf ivy 


on my coslhouse that it migfct paint it 
green every year. Tho vine grew vigor- 
ously arid in a few years had almost cov- 
ered one side of the building. When tha 
vine reached the flat shingle roof, I fear- 
ed that it would sproad over it nnd rot 
tho shingles, but I had forgotten the les- 
son I had learned while looking at the 
May apple blossom. 


Tho tender young ends of my ivy trav- 


eled along the edge of the roof, but never 
ventured out upon it 
The vine knew 


that it could not withstand the hot glare 
of the snn reflected from the flat surface. 
But it was a vigorous vine and needed 
room; so, after traveling along the roof 
edge and finding no place to grow up- 
ward, it threw itself downward and soon 
covered what space was left on the side.

WATOH TEUST OKE OF THE LATES1 


ALL SPIDERS SPIN. 


Bet Noi the Way That Most Artists 


Dratr Them. 


"All spiders spin, hut not all of them, 


spin snares, those orbed and radiated 
webs that we see pictured so many times 
and every time pictured wrong," saya 
Hajsvey Sutherland in Ainslee's, "but 
that only goes to show that the lower 
animals are not the only ones that pos- 
sess instiacL I thick it will be generally 
agreed that artists may be classed among 
the higher animals. At any rate, their 
instinct is to draw a thing not as it is, 
but as it appears to a man that doesn't 
know very much about aaything in par- 
ticular. So he lays off his picture of a 
spider's web with a pair of dividers, aad 
people marvel at the spider's mathemat- 
ical sense, whereas a spider doesn't both- 
er her head with any such foolishness. 
She puts her lines where she thinks they 


{ wUl do the most good regardless of their 


distance apart. 


''Hare of late, though, I think I have 


noticed a little improvement in artists. 
They have begun to notice that the spider 
always stands head downward in her 
web, 
if it be a perpendicular one, and if 


it is horizonal hangs back downward. 
Some of these fiat web spiders can haid- 
ly walk right side up. But the spider of 
art never has more than sis legs, while 
the real spider has eight, and the spider 
of art often has three sections of tho 
body, while the veal spider never has 
more tlaan two. The head and chest are 
in one department, so to speak. Thero 
are their eyes, from four to eight in num- 
ber, 
and disposed in different patterns ac- 


cording to their political affiliations; their 
jaws, which work side-wise instead of up 
and down; their poison bag and a few 
other arrangements, and in the abdomen, 
or silk department, are the heart (a ba- 
nana shaped affair), the liver, the slit and 
tubes that do duty for lungs and the 
spinnerets. These last are warty look- 
ing affairs that may be spread apart and 
brought together exactly like the thumb 
and fingers of the hand. Each wart is 
covered with hundreds of little hollow 
hairs through which is expressed a gum- 
my liquid that turns to silk when it dries. 
Mrs. Spider slaps her spinnerets broad 
against the wall and slicks fast (I don't 
know how) many hundreds of fine fila- 
ments. Then, she pulls away the spin- 
nerets and shuts them up, and all of 
those fine filaments melt into one rope, in 
thickness ahout o-ne five-thousandth of nn 
inch. Insects' silk & a simple thread; 
spiders' is compound."

Combine In Locomotive* Controls 


Two-thirds of the Capacity of En. 
tire Conntj-y-~PnbItsheri* of Popu- 
lar Olusfc to Pool Their lateresttu 
Tho South Benefited by Industrial 
Ccm.bli.es. 


There Is now a locomotive trust, of- 


ficially tho American Locomotive com- 
pany, capital $50,000,000, comprising 
all the locomotive concerns in the coun- 
try except the Baldwin company of 
Philadelphia and the H. K. Potter 
company of Pittsburg. The trust con- 
trols two-thirds of the capacity of the 
entire country. The Rhode Island Lo- 
comotive works of Providence is the 
leader in the combine,, gays the New 
York Sun. 


The^ingot mold plants of Pennsyl- 


vania and Ohio are being consolidated 
into a single company to be incorporat- 
ed in New Jersey. Three of the plants 
are likely to be closed in the interests 
of economy and to stop overproduction. 
The Mesta Machine company of Pitts- 
burg is the organizer, and George Mes- 
ta, its president, will be president of 
the combine. 


The two great lighting companies of 


Cincinnati, gas and electric, are about 
to merge their interests and unite In a 
single concern. A new directorate has 
been elected by both, and %l: _ /o are 
now ready to unite, with a combined 
capital of $28,000,000, as soon as the 
state agrees to the increase of the 
stock. 


An attempt is being made to unite 


the shovel making concerns of" the 
United States in the American Shovel 
and Tool company, with a capital of 
$10,000,000 and a New Jersey charter. 
If the project is successful, all of the 
14 concerns now in the business will be 
included, and headquarters will be es- 
tablished in New York. The combine 
will have its largest works in Pitts- 
burg. 


The absorption of the Ontario Steel 


company by the Consolidated Lake 
Superior companies has been complet- 
ed. The capital of the Consolidated 
companies has been increased to $117,- 
000,000, and the stock of the Ontario 
company is acquired at a value of 
8125 per share. 


Oilcloth companies, led by the Ohio 


Oilcloth company of Youngstown, 0., 
have got together in a movement to 
consolidate all of the oilcloth plants. 
Nearly all of the plants are prosperous, 
but they expect to increase the value of 
their property tenfold by combining. A, 
combination, the manufacturers say, 
will enable them to reduce expenses 
in a hundred different ways, but par- 
ticularly in securing patterns, for 
which each concern now pays large 
sums. 


The plow combine is likely to be 


eclipsed by being merged into a great 
trust of all the agricultural implement 
makers of the United States, according 
to President W. H. Brinton of the Peru 
Plow and Wheel works of Illinois. 
Ninety psr cent of the Implement mak- 
ers have expressed themselves as in. 
favor of such a combination, and ar- 
rangements are being made to bring it 
about 
If these are successful, the 


trust will be capitalized at more than 
$30,000,000. 
Its capital may reach 


$75,000,000. 


Eight of the leading publishers of 


popular music are making arrange- 
ments to pool their interests and will 
meet at New York in a few days to 
settle the details of the amalgamation. 
They will call the combine the Amer- 
ican Music Publishing association and 
will capitalize it at. from $3,000,000 to 
?5,000,OQO. 
The publishers say that 


one of their objects in combining Is to 
prevent the publication of inferior mu- 
sic. They will do this by barring out 
dealers who handle music of which 
they don't approve. 


A lead trust backed by a syndicate 


In which William C. Wbitney and 
Thomas F. Ryac are credited with be- 
ing the mainsprings Is in process 
of formation in Missouri. The Union 
Lead and Oil company of St Louis 
has increased Us capital from $15,000,- 
000 to $50,000,000 and has secured an 
option on 7,000 acres of land near Iron- 
dale in the Plat river district, it is sup- 
posed with a view to the erection of 
smelters.

PRAISES PRESIDENT CASTRO 


Comnl Plnmaeher on the State of 


Affairs In Venezuela. 


Eugene H. Plumocher, who has serv- 


ed as consul of the United States for 18 
years at MSraealbo, one of the chief 
ports of Venezuela, and who is In 
Washington at present on leave of ab- 
sence, had this to say the other day to 
a Washington Star reporter on political 
conditions In the Venezuelan republic: 


"I observe that certain critics abuse 


Castro untiringly and do their utmost 
to bring about trouble between his gov- 
ernment and foreign countries. 
But 


from what I as foreign consul in the 
western part of Venezuela have seen 
he seems to have acted wisely and to 
have relieved Maracaibo and the Andes 
states of some terrible burdens heaped 
upon them by Guzman Blanco and 
never lightened by any later president, 
even by Andrade, who gained great fa- 
vor with the downtrodden people of 
western Venezuela, and I doubt not 
that by a continuance of the same wise 
and prudent conduct he can win the 
good will of the whole republic. When 
he began his dictatorship, he found not 
a cent in tbe public treasury and had a 
hard road to travel. Justice and com- 
mon sense alike demand that he should 
have a fair show. Look at the presi- 
dent of Mexico, the once hated and 
abused Porflro Diaz, who in the course 
of his long administration has accom- 
plished so much for his country. 
I 


hope I am not mistaken in the qualities 
of President Castro and in wishing him 
a long lease of power for the best in- 
terest of Venezuela and the countries 
with which she has relations. I say all 
this in spite of the fact that I have 
been for 20 years a personal friend of 
the Andr&de family, but have no inti- 
mate acquaintance with or obligation 
to President Castro." 


"PUT'S" HILL TO BE SAVED. 


Trolley Mne "Will Be Bnllt Only »t 


Side of Historical Ground. 


"Put's" Hill, where stands the monu- 


ment to General Israel Putnam, will 
not be desecrated by trolley tracks, as 
was feared by the D. A. B. This was 
decided at a meeting of the town and 
borough officials at Greenwich, Conn., 
the other day, says the New York 
Press. Colonel Heft of the Consolidat- 
ed railway, who had obtained a fran- 
chise to run cars over the hill, was 
present and said: 


"Owing to the stand taken by the D. 


"A. R. the rails would be laid over tbe 
causeway on one side of the hill and 
only a few projecting rocks of the park 
would be removed." 


Continuing, he said, "I will leave the 


hill in such shape that if old 'Put' 
should come back to it he either can 
ride down it on his fiery steed or ride 
down on the trolley." 


This announcement caused a laugh, 


but all are pleased that the hill which 
more than a century ago consisted of a 
hundred steps cut in the solid rock 
down which old "Put" rode on horse- 
back when pursued by General Tryon 
will not be ruined by trolley rails.

the Christian calls for. The ends am 
different, but the qualities needed are 
exactly the same.

SOLD HIS PICTURE TWELVE TIMES/ 


An Artirt'e Storr of the Possibilities 


In Forging Paintinga. 


"We sometimes come across queer de- 


velopments 
concerning the forgery of 


paintings," said a landscape artist in the 
course of conversation -with a party of 
friends. 
"By forgery of course I mean 


the painting of a picture over some other 
Artist's name. 


"I'll te!l you a true story which shows 


how safe the business .» considered •when 
carried on in the right way. The dealer 
who worked this scheme had a genuine 
work by a great French landscape paint- 
er exhibited in his store. 
One day a 


westerner bought it for a good round 
sum. 


"The art man closed the deal with rel- 


ish, but began to feel opposed to parting 
with his treasure as soon as the custome- 
wac outside the door. The painting was 
not to be delivered until three or four 
days later. He quickly had it taken cut 
of its frame and sent to a clever potboiler 
who had served him before. 
In three 


days the potboiler had a copy which, con- 
sidering time and circumstances, was a 
marvel. This copy went west, and the 
dealer kept his treasure. 


"The trick came off so prettily that the 


dealer decided to try it over again. 
It 


sounds like a fairy tale, and yet it is true 
that he sold that same landscape to 12 
different persons and delivered it to all of 
them, and yet he has the original in his 
own private collection. He decided that 
the latter plan would prove safer in the 
long run than the store, as one of the 12 
customers might return for another bar- 
gain." 


"What did the potboiler make out of 


that?" asked one of his hearers. 


"Not much," the artist said. 
"He 


struck for a raise each time the original 
came beck to him, but I don't suppose he 
got more than $12 or §15 for the first 
copy." 


"Ever heard of Snakes?" inquired an- 


other artist in the party. 


"The 
king of potboilers?" asked the 


first. 


"That's the one. 
He wound up in a 


lunatic asylum. It's a queer story. The 
man began to think that he was some- 
body. His fakes were so clever that he 
lost his equilibrium and stiffened the 
prices more than the dealer fancied. The 
latter said 'nit' and quit giving orders, al- 
though the step caused him regret 


"Snakes threatened and actualy went 


so far as to tell his story to several inter- 
ested persons. 
Evidence was the one 


thing they all demanded. Had they only 
been able to get that, the dealer would 
have had a hot time of it. But there was 
only the word of Snakes to go by, and he 
wasn't always quite sober when he told 
his incriminating tale. Besides, he had 
never signed any of the copies he made. 


"The 
art dealer had been cunning 


enough to let another man put in that fin- 
ishing touch. Why, there are men who 
do nothing else but put signatures to 
spurious masterpieces, either imported or 
homemade, and vrfco get from $5 to $20 
for each job. That's an art, too, and 
Borne of them, are very good at it, and 
to have the right twist to the signature la 
considered so important by the dealers 
that those who are clever in that way get 
more than the potboilers who make the 
pictures." 


"And how about Snakes?" 
"Oh, nothing came out of his squeal 


but hard times to himself. Other dealers 
heard of the story and turned him down. 
He Lad shirked too long to be able to 
make a living by legitimate work, and 
he was too proud to try, strange to say, 
oven when ia his cups; results, slow star- 
vation, wandering mind, still less money, 
whisky and cigarettes substituted for 
food, 
complete 
bughouse, arrest and 


transportation to .ward's Island."—New 
York San. 


Wfeat ibe Government Does 
• 
Uaclalmed Money Orders. 


"What becomes of all the money orders 


'which are aever presented for payment?" 
ffsked a Washington business man. of a 
postal official. 
"Every few days we re- 


ceive letters from out customers saying 
that they have forwarded orders for 
poods, but the orders have never reached 
our hands. 
And this is true of every 


large mail order house iu Washington." 


"They disappear in various ways," wag 


the reply. "Some are burned or torn up 
instead of the receipts, aud this is par- 
ticularly true of international money or- 
ders, where the receipts are of the same 
size of the order, only white in color. 
Some are sent in letters which are not ad- 
dressed at all or are iacorrect'y addressed, 
and these, together with thousands of 
other orders, fiud their way to the dead 
letter office. Ultimately moat of these let- 
ters find their way back to the remitters, 
or duplicates are applied for. 


"The British government utilizes as a 


source of postal revenue all of the money 
in its hands which is not paid out to meet 
money orders upon presentation and de- 
rives about $50,000 annually therefrom. 
Our government does not attempt to de- 
rive any profit from this source, and the 
money is turned into the treasury, where 
It is held In trust, as it -wer", to meet 
these obligations. The government has 
no desire to claim or confiscate this mon- 
ey, and it will pay its obligations in the 
form of a money order at any time upon 
presentation, upoa satisfying itself, in the 
instance of a long lapse of years, that 
there has been no previous payment by 
duplicate or otherwise. Ia Great Britain, 
I believe, this money becomes forfeited to 
the government after a certain number of 
years—four, I think. The British govern- 
ment evidently proceeds upon the theory 
that if a holder of a money order or the 
sender does not seek to cash the order 
within a reasonable time the government 
can put it to good advantage by applying 
the amount to its own use. 
Such a prac- 


tice undoubtedly facilitates the business 
of the government's end of the contract 
and is strictly legal if authorized by law. 
In nearly all money transactions there is 
a limitation upon the validity of any 
voucher which represents cash as to its 
time for presentation. Even a note pay- 
able without date is barred by the statute 
of limitations in the various states. 


"There is today an accumulation of 


ever $2,500,000 in the treasury of these 
unclaimed money orders which has been 
gradually piling up during the years the 
government has been conducting a money 
order business. With each individual or- 
der the government has made a special 
effort to effect payment to the payee or 
restore the amount to the remitter, and, 
failing, can do naught but keep the 
amount The fact that 50,000 duplicate 
orders are annually issued would appear 
to indicate that the American people are 
extremely careless in. the handling of 
these money vouchers. Where the orig- 
inals go or how they are disposed of 
would fill a volume. 


"A single order may be issued up to 


$100 in amount, and the average is about 
$7.50, the smaller offices issuing the great 
bulk of orders anfi the larger offices cash- 
ing 95 per cent of them. 


"Traveling men, actors, circus men, 


railroad employees and others whose 
business requires them, to move from 
place to place are very fond of buying or- 
ders payable to themselves. They cannot 
spend an order as a bill, and as no one 
bat themselves or the indorsees may se- 
cure the amount of the orders they are 
just that much ahead when they get into 
the next town, making themselves their 
own bankers, with, the government as a 
depository. Sometimes an. actor or a cir- 
cus man, will present a dozen orders at | 
the close of the season which he has i 
bought from time to time, and their i 
amount represents savings -which other- 
wise would have beca spent"—Washing- ! 
ton Star.

The United States supreme court holds < 


on to precedents and traditions ot the I 
past with more tenacity than any other I 
body in the country. This fact is shown 
in little as well as in great things. Tho 
court kept up the practice of filing its of- 
ficial snuffbox longer than did the United 
States senate, and the senate held on to 
the once popular drug long after it had 
ceased to be used. The love of the old 
way is shown in the supreme court every 
time that that august body meets by the 
array of quill pens distributed over tha 
desks. When the quill was the only pen, 
instructions were given to have a certain 
number of thtm placed on the desks for 
members of the court. Very few people 
DOW use the quill, and those who do 
wouM vet along very well with a steel 
pen. Bat no one has ever darsd to inter- 
fere with a custom once established, and 
the quill pen doubtless still has a long 
life ia the court.—Washington Star.

Effect of Schemes Startcff liy 


eral Wilson. 


In Matanzas province, under General' 


Wilsoji, two separate schemes wera! 
tried to start the tfliailtes at productlve-i 
labor which would in a short time ren-1 


der them independent and self support- 
ing, says John Kendrick Bangs in Har- 
per's Weekly. The scheme started 
near Sagua la Grande consisted of buy- 
ing a certain number of oxen, plows, 
wagons and other appnrtenances of a 
farming life. These were divided inter 
four parts and placed under the charge 
of men who were hired at salaries and 
by them distributed among the families 
who were placed upon land which had, 
been provided by the citizens of Sagna' 
la Grande. The families were also dl-1 
vided into four groups and given land' 
surrounding the central Etation, at 
which were placed the animals and im- 
plements. Each central station would' 
In succession plow and prepare for. 
planting a small part of the land be- 
longing to each family, and after thns 
serving each group would start at 
plowing more land, and,, so on nntil 
enough of the land had been prepared 
for each family to plant crops sufficient 
to support them. This scheme worked? 
well. These people were rationed for 
three months, at the end of which 
time their crops began to come in. The- 
total cost of starting this scheme did 
not amount to more than the cost of? 
the rations for these people for abont 
three months. 
The last reports re- 


ceived from Sagua ia Grande state that 
the beneficiaries are now self support* 
iug. 


The other scheme started by Genera^ 


Wilson was to supply the families who 
had been receiving rations with oxen, 
plows, 12 chickens, a rooster, a conplef 
of sows and so on, the total amount td 
be given to each family not to exceed 
$250. All these articles were branded,. 
and the families receiving them signed! 
a formal contract with the mnnidpfll- 
ity promising to pay for them in two* 
years, the pric"e being the cost at which! 
the articles were purchased by the gov- 
ernment. Interest at 4 per cent was 
also charged provided the articles wera 
paid for in the two years. If it waa 
found that for any reason the families 
could not make their payments in two 
years, an additional year was granted 
to them, but the Interest In this case 
was to be S per cent Eighteen or 20 
such families received this aid, most oJ 
them, however, taking only a yoke of 
oxen, which as a rale were of low cost, 
being unbfoken and costing only §S8 a 
yoke. The families broke these oxen, 
and the majority said they could pro- 
vide all the other things necessary to 
start farms. These families have all 
done well, and many of them have al- 
ready paid for the articles furnished! 
them. 


General Wood, through the secretary, 


of agriculture, has eontinned this moda 
of helping the poor and has imported 
cows and bulls, which are distributed 
to those who desire them.

Tic "Graveyard of t!ie Sea" to 


Trees Grown on Its Shores. 


The Canadian government is taking 


steps to prevent the washing away of; 
what is familiarly known as "thei 
graveyard of the Atlantic," says al 
Montreal dispatch to the Boston Even* 
ing Transcript. During his visit to tha 
Paris exposition Major Gourdeau, dep* 
uty minister of marine and fisheries^ 
made an examination of a number ofi 
sandy formations off the coast of 
France which the French government 
has succeeded in preserving by the sim« 
pie process of planting them with al 
particular tree possessing binding qualt 
ities in its roots. The Canadian govern-* 
ment decided to import some of thesd 
trees as an experiment on Sable island^ 
and a quantity has arrived and oow| 
awaits shipment to the island, whera 
the trees will be planted around its 
now threatened shores. 


The urgent need of this action can bel 


gathered from the fact that the island 
was once 40 miles in length, while to« 
day it is barely half that length and 
only two miles in width. The encroach* 
ments of the sea have gradually shift* 
ed the sand until now over half of tha 
Isinnd is completely submerged. It id 
anticipated that if the island is covered 
with trees it will stand out more clear- 
ly and sharply defined to the officers of 
ships in the vicinity than at present 
and thus prove a boon to marineraj| 
who dread this treacherous spot

It is possible for a religious custo'm 


or ceremony 'to be handed down from 
generation to generation and to con- 
tinue in force after It has lost much 
of its original significance. -But with 
some there is little dagger of oblivion 
because of their importance and of the 
wise provision that was made at the 
beginning to teach them to the chil- 
dren of successive generations. Thus 
it was with the Jewish Passover whose 
original meaning- lives with the cus- 
tom.

honored dead. As a stay against its 
being so altered as to lose is real sig- 
nificance, I want to raise the question 
"What mean ye by this service?" And 
I answer, this is a memorial which is 
worthy to b" observed throughout our 


I generations forever. It is a memorial. 


Let us be sure of what it stands for 
and of what it is designed to me- 
moriallz0. 


It is not war. Better would it be if 


we could consign that to everlasting 
forgetfulness, for war means passion 
and hatred and strife. It is not the 
.mere fact that two great armies met 
in more than a hundred battles. The 
historian can take care of that, but 
we can forget it by cherishing the re- 
membrance that peace are our portion 
in every section of our country. Nor 
is it the object of our memorial ser- 
vice to keep alive the issues which led 
up to the call for troops. No man en- 
listed for love of the fiogro or to free 
the slaves. Emancipation was only a 
powerful incident of the struggle. Nor 
is it the aim of this service to sound 
our own praises, to boast of the great 
things that we have done. Such a 
memorial would be unworthy of us. 


What, then, is the real meaning of 


this service? It is in part to keep in 
memory the good example of all those 
who offered themselves in the hour of 
their country's need, 
who 
counted 


their lives not dear to themselves if 
only they might rescue her from dis- 
union and dishonor. The principle of 
self-sacrifice is the same on Memorial 
day. that it is on Good Friday, though 
in a restricted sense. Our 
Memorial 


day is therefore in a sense another All 
Saints day, and \\e do well to keen 
it for gratitude's sake. 


We cannot tell what we owe in these 


respects to the FO>diers who served in 
our civil war. They not only saved 
the country in more ways than one. 
They did infinitely more 
than 
that. 


They set forward the salvation of its 
people many generations. 
If there 


were evils following that 
tremendous 


strife, they were outnumbered far by 
the benefits and blessings which have 
fallen to us of this later day because of 
what they then aee-mpiished.Much that 
ic gwod that wo cannot now do without 
sprang from those dartc nays. The sol- 
diers' blood has been the seed of thin 
new era. It was then that our hos- 
pital service began its career, that our 
charity and relief work took its rise, 
that nurses began to multiply and sur 
gery to be proficient, that active ber.ev 
ulence learned how to minister^in a 
million forms. A new impetus was giv 
en to eduaction, 
new sciences have 


been discovered, human life is richer 
and religion itself has undergone i 
mighty change. And man himself is a 
different benig. There is more brother 
hood between man and man, more pat 
riotism among the masses, more in- 
telligent sense of the rights and values 
of American citizenshio. 


Behind all these things we behold 


the hand of the American soldier, and 
we are grateful. We keep a day sacred 
to him and to the principle of 
self- 


sacrifice to which he was obedient. 


More than this, we commend his ex- 


ample and would set its mark upon 
our sons and daughters. And this IP 
another meaning which wo nttach to 
this service In it v>e are looking'for- 
ward to the time when our sf>ns filled 
\vith their fathers' faith and 
snirit 


shall abound more and more in loyal tv 
to their land and in the blessing- of 
peace. To be strong- and to livo greatlv 
is no easy thing in any ape, but it i? 
harder when the spirit of commercial- 
ism is so dominant as now. It is for 
the yntng m^n to euthvat" nnd cher- 
ish the spirit of patriotism nnd to 
preserve the national consoelncp 


This memo-lal service also lins 
n 


very tender meaning for 
thos,-^ 
to 


whom has fallen the ffraolous fluty of 
ministering comfort and relief to t h < 
surviving members of the Gram! Army 
whose privilege it is to minister to the 
sick and needy and disabled veternn, 
and to make his Inst years years of 
comfort and of grace. 


The service must also be tinged with i 


sadness as you think of the ranks now 
getting thinner every year and the 
old comrades who have g-o-no 
home. 


But remember that this was the verv 
thing they lived for, to go home and 
hear the 'well done."

ETHICS AND THEOLOGY / 


Professor Russell of Williams Speaks 


on Harmony cf the Two 


Professor John E, Russell of 


Iiams college spoke oa 
"The ethics o£ 


theology" in the Umversalist church 
last evening, it being the filth in 
the 


series of ethical addresses 
that 
are 


being- siven Sunday evenings. The ad 
drf=s was a scholarly inquiry into th<? 
relations of ethics ana theology 
and 


was of much interest. 


Theology he defined 
as a 
man's 


thought of God, All knowledge of God 
_comcs through, experience, and thought 
on that experience. A man is always 
creating God in bis own image, and is 
always re-creating God in the li^-ht of 
his experiences. Theology is 
there- 


fore something that is 
continually 


changing-, a change that 
has 
been 


and always will be a growth. 


Ethics he defined as a man's fashion 


of conduct and what he thinks of this 
conduct. It is his thought of what he 
ought to do and why. Like theology, 
this is based on experience and -what is 
thought of that experience. 


One of the most significant move- 


ments of the time is that 
which 
is 


seeking- to separate these two, thought 
of God and thought of conduct, and to 
put ethical culture in place of religious 
faith. Another tendency is to hold re- 
ligious faith 
without 
ethics. These 


two tendencies are antagonistic factors 
which are 
working- 
mischief 
and 


which are most deplorable. Han has 
always and always must think about 
God, 
and alscr about conduct. 


If we think of ethics without God, 


then ethics is /c-bbed of its most in- 
spiring force. Ethics 
and 
religious 


•faith, stand as wo sides of an arch with 
Gad as the keystone. When that is re- 
moved, both s.des fall. To live without 
God robs living of its inspiration. 


A"id on the other hand the attempt 


to have theology without 
ethics 
is 


equally disastrous. In fact, 
of 
the 


two, 
ethics without, theology is 
the 


lealst disastrous. Tiheol^g-y 
without 


ethics was responsible for the concep- 
tion «f a God v.-ho predestined men and 
held him 
responsibl- for his destiny. 


God must b- 20 thought of that he Will 
not violate the ethic?.! standard that 
is in us. He must be in our imase if 
we are to understand him. Ma'n's first 
thought of God was to moralize on him 
anfl as men have bcome bother 
they 


have made better Gods. Christ united 
the two ideas, in which union 
man 


thinks ol God, but thinks rightly. The 
religion of creed has had its day and 
the religion of deed 
has come. The 


thing to do is to have the deed the 
embodiment of all that is best.
